When  the  Government  of  tht  late  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurler  found  It  expedient  tQ  dlaaUow  three  Sas- 
katchewan statutes  in  a  single  decision,  the  Prtme

the  foUowlng:  "While  great  care  should  be  taken 
to  see  that  this  power  (disallowance)  does  not 
unduly  Interfere  with  the  operation  of  provlnrhil 
laws  competent  to  the  Legislature  and  consistent 
with  the  general  Interest,  It  Is  equally  the  duty  of 
Your  Excellchcy's  Oovernment,  When  persuaded 
by  authority  or  due  consideration  that  a  provin- 
cial enactment  is  ultra  vires  of  the  Legislature, 
to  see  that  the  public  Inlprcsf  does  not  suffer  by 
an  attempt  to  enact  locally  luw»  which  can  derive 
their  authority  from  Parliament  alone." 

The  foregoing  explains  equally  well  why  the 
Alberta  statutes  attempting  to  control  banking 
and  prevent  appeals  to  the  Courts  were  disallowed 
by  the  Oovemor-aeneral-in-Councll.  Alberta  was 
attempting  to  Invade  a  territory  of  legislation 
Which  is  specincally  reserved  for  the  Federal 
parliament  by  the  British  North  America  Act. 
Now  Premier  Aberhart  promises  to  re-enact  the 
disallowed  legislation  in  such  a  form  a.s  lo  "clear 
-y  ■**«"**^  **  WHiat  means  by  this,  nobody 
knows,  and  It  must  be  remembered  that  Mr. 
Aberhart,  who  is  neither  a  constitutional  nor  a 
legal  authority,  mad*  the  claim  that  his  latest 
legislation  was  intra  vires  of  Alberta.  That 
would  Indicate  a  lacic  of  knowledge  of  the  Inter- 
prvtatioB  of  Intra  vires. 

Tha  lateil  legislation,  which  wa.s  disallowed, 
eannot  ba  patched  up  "to  meet  Uie  situation." 
Alberta  in  no  sense  can  secure  control  of  the 
banks.  It  cai;not  close  the  Courts  to  the  people 
Where  their  civil  righU  are  affected.  The  tioclal- 
latle  economy  of  KClr.  Aberhart  runs  counter  to 
Federal  riRhfj^  and  powers  Of  what  has  hap- 
pened up  to  date  under  a  Social  Credit  Ouvern- 
ment  in  Alberta  The  Montreal  Oasette  says:

preeent^ay  preachers  rtioald  eonmend  the 

virtue  of  contentment,  and  yet  that  virtue  Is 
synonymous  with  cheerfulness  in  outlook  and 
an  eseentlia  part  of  the  moral  IdeaL  The  re- 
formers of  the  present  day  attempt  to  excite 
the  conception  of  the  hardships  humanity  has 
to  endure,  to  imbue  people  with  a  sense  of  rigjits 
of  which  they  have  been  deprived.  The  conse- 
quence is  that  discontent  haii  Issued  In  the 
gravest  moral  confusion  because  the  idea  is  sb 
constantly  kept  uppermost  that  man's  well-being 
depends  on  easier  circumstances,  on  greater 
power,  on  larger  opportunities  for  pleasure.  Thus 
men  are  being  taught  to  rely  more  on  things 
than  on  principles,  aiui  so  morfl  Judgment  is 
being  perverted.  Where  there  is  a  disposition  to 
rob  men  of  the  power  to  appreciate  the  true 
values  of  life  the  end  Is  disappointment.  It  is 
not  the  condi4(a<jj|  of  life  that  necessarily  pro- 
mote contentmei  d  cheerfulness.  These 
qualities  must  be  louiid  within  the  man  himself, 
and  they  are  found  best  of  all  throuffh  the  faith 
that  hiterpiets  experience  according  to  moral 
purposes,  and  those  purposes  are  based  on  the 
assurance  of  a  Divine  Providence. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  men  .should  be  satisfied 
with  the  conditions  in  which  they  live.  They 
should  strive  for  betterment  all  the  time,  but  not 
In  the  spirit  of  acrimony,  not  throut'h  di.stru.st- 
fulness  about  the  good  intentions  of  their  fellows, 
not  through  fostering  discontent.  There  Is  a 
cheerfulness  that  can  be  combined  with  strong 
and  determined  action,  with  constructive  purpose, 
and  that  can  be  brought  to  bear  on  and  play 
its  part  in  the  harmony  of  life  and  make  u  a 
purer  and  worthier  melody.  That  Is  the  cheer- 
fulness that  Is  the  outgrowth  of  being  one  of  the 
choir  singing  the  anthem  of  conscious  spiritual 
progress.  It  is  the  contentment  which  takes  the 
view  of  the  whole  range  of  life,  that  knows  even 
that  what  U  dark  and  forbidding  is  Justified 
by  faith  It  is  true,  as  all  experience  teaches, 
that  no  dire  fortune,  no  buffetings  by  what  we 
call  fate  can  deprive  a  man  of  the  satisfactions 
embraced  In  the  hope  of  higher  attainments. 
Where  there  is  an  enduring  peace  in  the  heart 
because  of  spiritual  strength  there  Is  the  consUnt 
possession  of  happiness,  and  without  that  there 
can  be  no  cheerfulness  in  outlook.

Much  of  the  mental 
trouble  of  the  world  lies  in  the  imuglnatlon  going 
forward  and  anticipalting  evil  ln.stead  of  taking 
things  as  thjey  come,  and  meeting,  in  quietness 
and  defe|nsiVe  confid  'nce^ whatever  misfortunes 
arise.  If  la  cxjlsis  comei  in  tjhe  individual  life  there 
is  often  fln  unexprctrri  way  out.  a  rescuing  bridge 
that  m.'iy  be  crus.'icc  appears  perhaps  from  an 
unlikely  quarter.  It  i  1  the  anticipation  of  troubles 
that  perturbs  the  hilnian  heart  to  a  far  Rreater 
extent  than  It  shotild,  A  versifier  put  this  in 
rhjrma  when  he  said: 

Some  of  your  ills  you  have  cured. 

And  the  sharpest  you  still  have  survived; 
But  what  torment.s  of  pain  you've  endured 

From  the  ovUs  that  never  arrived. 

There  are  two  essentials  In  the  Christian  re- 
ligion upon  which  more  stn  s  should  he  laid. 
They  are  readiness  and  cheerfulness,  and  they 
are  especially  desirable  In  a  world  where  mental 
vnrast  is  so  prevalent  and  where  dire  forebodings 
•ra  constantly  voiced  because  of  what  are  re- 
tarded as  untoward  happonlnR.s.  There  is  sound- 
nesa  of  viewpoint  in  the  advice  of  Lord  Rea:  "Do 
not  worry  and  think  you  live  in  times  of  excep- 
tional danger  and  threats  of  disaster.  We  have 
always  lived  in  the  sarhe  atmosphere."  If  it  were 
po.sslble  for  everyone  to  take  this  phlln,sophlc 
viewpoint  It"  would  prove  the  panacea  for  the 
mental  imreil  that  prevails.  Humanity,  however, 
want.s  resources  of  a  spiritual  kind  If  there  l.s  t^ 
be  tlie  development  of  those  qualities  which 
meet  the  challenge  of  life  with  the  utmost  con- 
fidence, with  ,steadfa,stness -and  cheerfulne.s.s. 

There  is  a  somewhat  common  belief  that  cheer- 
fulnees  Is  a  matter  of  temperament,  that  a 
buoyant  disposition  Is  born  with  the  individual, 
or  else  that  there  is  a  natural  tendency  of  mind 
to  ikwm.  These  conditions  do  not  necessarily 
maintain  throuRh  life;  for  It  Is  what  a  man  does 
With  his  life  that  largely  determines  his  outlook. 
It  la  the  development  of  character,  and  even 
more  than  that  the  shnpentna:  of  moral  worth, 
that  conquers  cowardice  and  inertia,  and  that 
BUkai  for  eoiiract  and  alertness.  The  latter 
qualities.  If  they  are  to  be  sustained,  and  If 
mental  unrest  la  never  to  be  a  deterrent  in  the 
oatlook.  are  dependent  on  the  use  of  spiritual 
resources,  for  without  these  there  Is  no  such 
thing  as  moral  worth,  and  there  Is  very  little 
that  may  be  called  trua  character  devetopHieiit. 
Living  on  the  spiritual  plane  makes  love  an 
unarring  light  and  Joy  Its  own  secwrHy..  It  is

IN  weighing  the  valiM  of  private  schools  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  in  this  type  of  institution  each  student  receives 
individual  attention  and  develops  personality  and  polish  so 
nacassary  in  character  development. 

Private  schools  produce  in  their  pupils  a  sense  of  style,  an 
intellectual  attitude  of  economy  which  can  be  reproduced  in 
its  prteiaa  form  at  no  other  institution. 


The  achlevempnt  of  this  apprerla- 
tion  of  form,  which  should  lead  to 
an  orKanLzailon  of  other  knowledge, 
la  the  almplest  result  of  several  ad- 
vantages of  private  achoola. 

These  Include  undivided  attention 
of  tnstructora,  relatively  few  pupils, 
wldeneu  of  currtctilum  and  the  con- 
tinuous relation  maintained  between 
teachers  and  th<>tr  wards. 

It  has  often  been  .stated  that  to 
give  audi  style  is  the  final  necessity 
of  education.  The  matter  has  re- 
ceived a  place  of  prominence  in  an 
essay  by  a  well-luiown  educationist. 

He  says:  "Finally,  there  should 
frow  the  moat  auatere  of  mental 
qualities:  X  mean  the  sense  of  style. 

"It  Is  an  ae.sthetlt  .vn.se,  ba,v«d  on 
Iddilraflon  for  direct  altalnmenl  of 
a  foreseen  end.  simply  and  without 
waste.  Style  in  art,  in  literature; 
style  ill  loflc.  aelenee;  style  In  prac- 
tical execution  have  fundamentally 
the  same  aesthetic  qualities,  namely, 
attainment  and  restraint. 

"T^e  love  of  a  subject  in  it.self  and 
for  itself,  where  It  Is  not  the  .sleepy 
pleasure  of  i>arlnir  a  mental  quarter- 
declc,  is  the  love  of  style  memifest  In 
that  study. 

STYLE  IS  INVALUABLE 

"Style,  in  its  finest  sense,  is  the 
last  aeqtUrement  of  the  educated 

mind;  It  Is  the  most  u.seful;  It  U  the 
final  utility  of  education.  It  per- 
vades the  whi^e  beinff.  The  admin- 
istrator with  the  sense  of  style  hates 
waste;  the  engineer  with  a  .sense  of 
.style  ecor.oitii/^'.s  lil.s  inafc:  .  ihe 
artlzan  with  a  .sense  of  style  prefers 
food  work.  Style  is  the  ultimata 
morality  of  the  mind." 


Much  time  and  labor  are  neces- 
sary to  achieve  such  style.  It  la  not 
gained  by  raadlnc  ona  book  or  a 


tha  ordinary  school  system.  Its  ex- 
istence depends  on  patient  training, 

on  the  early  awakening  in  students 
of  an,  appreciation  of  the  aesthetic 
differenoe  between  work  wall  done 

and  work  poorly  done. 

Although  this  attitude  Is  more 
easily  attained  in  youth,  those  who 
have  not  bad  the  benefit  of  a  good 
early  education  ahould  not  despair 

)f  attaining  the  .sfK>c;alized  effl- 
dency  ao  vital  in  the  business  world 
e(  today. 

Adults  ars  able  to  obtain  special 
instruction  st  numerous  private 
schools  and  oolleKc.s  dt  voted  to  traln- 
ipg  of  the  more  ambitious,  whose  de- 
sire for  groirth  leads  them  deeper 
and  deeiier  Into  the  realm.s  of  knowl- 
edge, where  lies  the  conscious  appre- 
ciation Of  styls. 

POTENTIALITIES  DEVELOPED 

At  such  institutions  potentialities 
which  have  lain  dormant  for  years 
because  of  lack  of  proper  incentive 
are  nourished  and  developed  tmtll 
the  n.an  who  has  been  a  misfit  forges 
ahead  to  lead  in  the  work  to  which 
his  capabilities  are  best  suited.

A GREAT  event  Is  soon  to  take  place 
In  the  •election  of  a  new  Dalai  Lama 
of  Tibet.  BuddhtoU«v«rywhere  have 

gurrijunded  that  country  with  much  myi- 
tlcal  beliefs  and  reverent  homage. 

It  U  a  wild  tableland,  so  hlfh  above  »U 
other  surrounding  cMiitiiicnts.  It  Is  some- 
times called  The  Roof  of  the  World."  '  The 
Great  Closed  Land."  "The  Land  of  Lamas," 
"The  Forbidden  Land."  The  namf  Lhassa. 
the  capital  city,  means  "Seat  of  the  Oods." 
but  the  natives  themselvea  know  it  only  a« 
U>e  land  of  "Bod,"  and  a  Tibetan  Is  called 
•  Bod  pa  The  old  adage,  "DUtance  lends 
enchanlnnnt."  has  been  weU  proven  in 
the  case  of  tlbet.  The  people  remained 
exclusive,  backward  and  primitive,  and 
had  no  written  language  till  about  the 
seventh  century,  when  a  TlbeUn  was  .sent 
t'/  India  to  .-(tudy  Sanscrit  and  Invent  an 
adaptable  language  for  Tibet.  Being  like 
the  Children  of  larael  In  the  desert  under 
Mosps,  they  are  nomad  herdsmen,  living 
mostly  in  tents,  and  moving  with  the  sea- 
ions  of  Bummer  and  winter;  almost  the 
only  kind  of  permanent  buildings  they 
have  are  monasteries  for  priests  and  tem- 
ple* for  idols  and  literature.  As  a  people, 
they  have  retained  a  simple,  primitive 
environment  surrounding  themselve?. 
Which  makea  them  like  children  who  have 
never  grown  up  mentally,  and  yet  who 
have  learned  the  most  subtle,  cruel  and 
deceptive  tactici  of  behavior  which  can  be 
found  In  any  seml-rivlUzed  peoples 

Lamalam,  which  Is,  In  effect.  Buddhism 
added  to  an  earlier  nature  worahlp  of 
Tibetans,  has  ab.sorbed  much  from  other 
iourceg.  Usa  including,  perhape,  ■«»• 
Ideas  from  Roman  Catholic  miaslonarlee 
who  are  said  to  have  resided  in  Tibet  In 
the  sixteenth  century.  "Lama"  is  the 
Tibetan  name  for  prieet  In  ita  general 
8(  nsp.  but  a.s  there  are  many  grades,  classes 
and  distinctions,  it  should,  strictly  speak- 
ing, be  applied  only  to  a  real  (suppoaedr 
relncamalad  Buddha  or  Lama  prteat 

RcligioiM  Worship 

RELIGIOUS  worship  of  good  and  evil 
spirits  Is  one  great  purpose  of  human 
existence  in  Tibet,  SO  the  land  Is  full  of 
monaster ip.s.  priests  and  prayer  activities, 
and  the  Government  Is  part  of  and  sub- 
servient to  this  system  of  perpetual  fear 
Of  spirits.  Ever  since  the  last  Dalai  Lama 
(prlest-klng>  died,  about  two  years  ago. 
there  hfts  been  ceaseless  search  going  on 
■  throughout  the  whole  coutnry  for  children 
born  on  the  same  day.  hour  and  minute 
the  Dalai  Lama  died,  because  they  believe 
the  departed  spirit  takes  on  a  new  exist- 
ence In  a  new  body. 

Any  child  which  is  known  to  have  been 
born  at  the  time  of  the  Dalai  Lama  s  death 
l<i  brought  to  Lhassa  arid  kept  In  the  Potala 
< palace*  under  strict  care  till  It  Is  three 
years  of  age.  This  period  of  probation  has 
many  possibilities:  the  child  may  take 
Rick  and  die.  It  may  be  subnormal  or  a 
mute,  but,  most  Important  of  all.  It  must 
develop  intelligence  enough  to  take  Inde- 
pendent action,  for  by  Its  own  acta  It 
decides  Its  fate  to  be  or  not  to  be  the 
future  Klnf  of  Tibet. 

Testing  Ceremony 

THE  testing  ceremony  is  very  simple, 
and.  If  no  |i  .r,  i  .  :  Kuery  is  applied, 
gives  great  conlidcnce  to  the  nation  that 
the  r|ght  chlM  is  chosen. 

On  the  day  appointed,  each  child  is 
brought  into  the  living  quarters  of  the 
deceased  Dalai  Lama,  an  array  of  articles 
-is  placed  all  around  it,  within  Its  reach, 
such  things  ts  were  in  dally  use  by  the 
Dalai  Lama,  his  tatmba  ibowl,  rosary, 
thunderbolt,  bell,  finier  rink  or  pen  and 


Ink-bottle,  but  mixed  with  other  everyday 
axUcles  not  belonging  to  the  deceased,  yet 
•tmilar  and  in  common  use.  The  child's 
actions  are  then  carefully  watched,  and 
if  It  takes  one  thing  after  another  which 
were  the  Dalai  Lama's  and  ignores  other 
things  which  were  not,  the  child  Is  de- 
clared to  be  recognizing  the  things  It  used 
In  Us  former  existence  and  is  therefore 
the  real  and  only  reincarnated  spirit 
the  departed  one— It  Is  the  Dalai  Lama.  It 
does  not  matter  what  family  the 'child 
belongs  to,  rich  or  poor,  or  what  near  or 
distant  part  of  the  country  it  came  from. 
It  is  at  once  received,  honored,  and  even 
worshipped  as  the  living  Buddha,  the  King 
ot  all  Tibetans,  the  reincarnated  one. 

Proof  of  Holiness 

A SAINTLY,  holy  life  is  not  necessary 
as  proof  of  reincarnation,  and  even 
If  a  Dalai  Lama  should  develop  human 
weaknesses,  that  does  not  detract  from  his 
own  and  other  believers'  conviction  that 
ho  Is  the  reincarnated  head  of  all  relik'lous 
life  In  Tibet;  but  he  has  a  rival  In  the 
pontifle  Tashl  Lama,  of  Shlgatai.  or  Tashl- 
lungpo  Monastery,  who  Is  second  or  an 
equal  reincarnation  of  ruling  authority. 
Tashl  Lama  is  supposed  to  be  the  appointed 
one  over  temporal  or  governmental  affairs 
of  the  State,  while  the  Dalai  Lama  is  given 
the  spiritual  sphere  of  power  and  authority. 
And  of  recent  years  the  Chlne.se  Emperor 
was  supposed  to  come  In  somehow,  form- 
ii;g  a  Reincarnated  Trinity,  which  linked 
all  Buddhists  together,  with  ruling  power 
centred  In  this  cycle  In  Tibet;  but  Sun 
Yat  Sen  upast  all  this  In  1911  — — 


In  this  Tibetan  system  of  reincarnated 

rulers,  no  account  is  talten  of  the  law  of 
heredity,  and  a  Dalai  Lama  of  low  intelii- 
gence  will  suit  the  purposes  of  Tibetan 
Governments  a.s  well  as  any;  In  fact,  the 
last  Ruler  of  Tibet  was  the  first  Dalai 
Lama  to  reach  manhood  for  many  decades: 
he  got  wi.sp  just  In  time,  and  surrounded 
himself  with  trustworthy  priests  as  per- 
sonal servants,  who  protected  him  from 
the  supposed  fate  of  his  predeeesaors,  slow 
poisoning. 

Poor  Slave  Woman 

IT  is  stated  the  mother  of  the  present 
Tashl 'Lama  was  a  poor,  ignorant  slave 
woman,  herding  yak  (cattle)  in  Northern 
Tibet.  She  was  deaf  and  dumb,  and  would 
not  reveal  who  was  the  fatlier  of  her 
reincarnated  child,  yet  he  became  the 
hiKl.'  "Hly  ruler  of  Tibet  when  the 

Dalai  Lama  fled  the  country  at  the  ap- 
proach of  Colonel  Younghusband's  expedi- 
tion to  Lhassa.  and  he  Is  now  In  exile 
somewhere,  being  afraid  to  return  to  his 
own  motiastery. 

My  first  contact  with  the  Tih<  t;m  people 
was  at  Darjeellng,  Northern  India,  in 
1893.  There  we  studied  the  language  for 
a  time,  made  an  effort  to  n.tt  r  Tibet,  but 
were  refused  entry  by  the  British-Indian 
Governor.  We  then  decided  to  try  the 
China  border,  as  the  Chinese  Government 
was  less  strict  on  that  border.  There  we 
were  able  to  reside  eight  years.  In  close 
daily  contact  with  Tibetan  people 

Before  we  try  to  enumerate  the  many 
peculiar  traits,  and  customs  of  the  Tibetan 
people,  It  is  only  fair  to  consider  what 
Nature  has  surrounded  them  with,  and  its 
cflect  in  the  formation  of  character.

effect  would  be  disastrous  to  Australia  in 
time  of  crista."  declared  Smith's. 

"Only  Government  action,  quick  and  ef- 
fective, can  loosen  this  octopus- like  grip, 
and  save  .  .  .  Australia  .  .  .  from 
a  situation  that  may  be  disastrous  to  our 
national  Ideals." 

Of  these  facts  the  Imperial  Government 
l.s  naturally  aware.  To  protect  British  In- 
terests, and  to  encourage  an  Industry  that 
has  found  the  path  rough,  and  the  going 
heavy,  it  has  brouRht  into  effect  certain 
quota  regulations,  that  say,  in  effect,  that 
a  certain  percentage  of  films  shown  in  the 
Empire,  must  be  made  within  the  Empire, 
and  that  a  certain  number  of  those  em- 
ployed in  the  productions  so  made  must 
be  British  subjects 

It  ts  reasonable  to  assume,  under  these 
conditions,  that  so  long  as  the  Industry 
throuphout  the  Empire  l.s  In  need  of  sup- 
port, then  so  long  will  quota  regulations 
be  maintained.  In  such  an  event,  the 
local  company  may  be  a.uured  of  long  life, 
with  even  greater  successes  to  its  credit 
tkan  It  BOW  bOMU. 

New  Films  Act 

IT  must  not  be  thought  that  the  British 
interests  are  nchtinu  a  lost  cau.se  The 
same  John  Maxwell  whose  coup  disap- 
pointed United  Btates  interests  also  caused 
■onewhat  of  a  furore  amonRsf  the  leaders 
of  the  Industry  in  London  recently.  He 
eontrole  SS8  houses  throughout  the  na- 
tion, and  his  Elstree  stMdicis  pri^duce  six- 
teen expensive  pictures  a  year.  His  com- 
pany's balance  riieet  for  last  year  showed 
a  trading  profit  of  £l,2fi.'>R29,  compared 
With  the  previous  year's  £926.482.  HU 
company's  total  aaets  now  stand  In  the 
neighborhood  of  El 5,000.000.  and  directors 
propose  to  pay  II  per  cent  dividends  on 
ordinary  Aarai^ 


This,  of  course.  Is  by  the  way.  and  ts 
ohly  to  show  that  the  industry  in  the  Old 
Country  is  not  at  so  low  an  ebb  as  It  la 
often  suggested  here. 

At  present  a  new  Cinematograph  Films 
Act,  to  replace  the  old  quota  law.  is  being 
considered  in  London  Under  Its  provi- 
sions no  film  is  qualified  for  registration 
as  quota  footaRe  unle.ss  it  has  cost  $75,000 
or  more  to  produce.  The  bill  has  not  yet 
taken  shape,  and  little  is  known,  thus  far, 
of  what  percentage  of  forelRn  talent  will 
be  permitted,  and  what  fraction  of  the 
total  film  cost  that  imported  talent  will  be 
allowed  to  take  as  .salaries. 

Freely  admitting  that  the  future  of  local 
movies  from  a  production  angle  depends 

upon  the  quota  laws,  present  or  future, 
Kenneth  Bishop  still  maintains  that  the 
ground  here  if  only  scratched.

In  Winter  this  scene  is  changed,  when 
all  Nature  above  seems  to  rage  with  wind, 
fire  and  fury  ihrouKh  those  vast  expanses 
of  snow  and  ice;  a  puny  plaything  man 
becomes  In  presence  of  those  mighty  dis- 
plays of  hurricane  forces  of  creation.  Small 
wonder  the  primitive  Tibetan  becomes 
superstitious  and  tries  to  placate  ^mhip- 
thing  ethereal.  He  becomes  a  latahs:  and 
lives  in  perpetual  fear  of  demons  and 
q)lrits  of  his  own  creation. ' 

When  a  person  takes  sick,  the  lamas 
are  sent  for.  and  they  come  with  drums 
and  trumpets,  sacred  books,  thunderbolts, 
bell  and  prayer  wheels,  to  drive  out  the 
demon  Which  has  taken  p6sse8Slon  of  the 
sick,  and  after  days  and  nights  6f  chanting 


and  hideous  noises  a  straw  effigy  of  the 

sick  Is  led  forth  and  b\irned,  beh<-vuii;  th;il 
the  enchantments  of  the  lamas  ha.s  be- 
witched the  demon  to  believe  the  straw 
man  is  the  real  man. 

Bvrial  Ceremony 

WHEN  a  person  dies,  'lie  disposal 
ceremony  takes  one  of  three  fornw, 
according  to  the  poverty  or  wealth  of  the 
deceased  and  his  family.  The  first  may  be 
wrapped  up  In  a  bundle  of  his  own  gar- 
n^enls,  thrown  Into  the  river,  or  burled 
anywhere.  The  second  is  sui  rnuix!. d  by 
much  lama  chanting  and  noise,  then  led 
ofl  to  some  spot  where  It  Is  cremated  In  an 
open  fire  of  piled  wood,  and  ihe  ashes 
scattered  to  the  vultures  The  third  pro- 
cess is  very  elaborate,  continues  for  days, 
tlien  at  last  a  great  procession  of  lamas 
wind  their  way  to  a  flat  rock  on  the  top 
of  a  mountain,  following  the  corpse,  done 
up  in  the  posture  of  a  silting  Buddha. 
Great  flocks  of  large  eagles  who  know  what 
the  procession  means  assemble,  while  pro- 
fessional undertakers  become  the  expert 
lisp0sers  of  the  bodiy  in  dainty  morsels  to 


those  fierce,  fighting  vultures,  tiU  every 

particle  of  bone  and  flesh  has  been  dis- 
posed of  to  them.   Tlu:i  is  classy  burial. 

Acthtg  on  the  theory  that  If  one  prayer 
is  good.  10,000  prayers  must  be  still  more 
effective,  the  repetition  of  prayers  has 
been  reduced  to  mechanical  science,  and 
the  land  has  been  flUed  with  prayer  con- 
trivances m  perpetual  motion. 

Sacred  Writings 

BESIDE  the  rivers  or  mountain  streanis, 
waterwheels  have  been  built,  which 
drive  large  cylinders  filled  with  printed 
and  carefully  preserved  material  of 
Buddhist  sacred  writings  and  prayers. 
These  cylinders  revolve  slowly  day  and 
night,  the  wooden  wheels  creaking  and 
rasping  with  friction,  and  with  each  turn 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  prayers  are 
supposed  to  be  ascending  to  the  gods  on 
behalf  of  the  Tibetan  people. 

Prayer  flags  of  cotton  cloth  fastened  to 
lonR,  hif;h  poles  are  seen  everywhere,  sur- 
rounding temples,  houses,  bridges,  moun- 
ts in  passes,  or  anywhere  the  superstitious. 
Ingenious  mind  can  think  of  to  catch  the 
Interest  of  spirits  in  the  ethereal  spaces. 

By  the  Wayside 

BY  the  wayside  and  on  high  passes,  great 
plies  of  rock  have  been  raised,  showing 
primitive  carving  skill  m  .^I(lne,  vMth  the 
magic  words  "Om-Ma-Ni-Fad-.Me-Hum." 
the  meaning  of  which  is  Thou  Precious 
One  of  the  Lotu.s,  '  or  in  phtm  Enslish.  '  O, 
Buddha,"  Even  the  sheep  have  got  holes 
bored  Into  Uieir  ear.s  and  a  rag  prayer  flag 
tied  to  It.  so  the  sheep  may  be  preserved 
fioin  demons,  in  sickness,  or  accident,  or 
theft. 

While  one  talks  to  a  lama  or  Tibetan 

his  hand  prayer-wheel  keeps  revolvlim,  he 
counts  the  beads  of .  his  rosary,  and  he 
miunbles  magic  words  between  conversa- 
tion sentenc(\s  and  pausos.  as  he  dare  not 

stop  for  a  minute 

A  traveler,  mounted,  and  armed  with 
sword  and  gun.  will  have  a  prayer  flag 
flying  from  the  forked  rest  of  his  gun,  .so 
the  gods  may  help  hiin  to  shoot  to  kill 
man  or  beast,  but  mostly  highway  robbers. 

It  is  common  in  .some  parts  f.ir  lamas 
living  in  monasteries  to  go  highway  rob- 
bing at  night;  local  people  know  it  but 
dare  not  speak  It  npcnly.  the  ruling  power 
of  the  lamas  is  despotic  in  many  districts. 

The  Tibetans  being  a  nomadic  people, 
their  home  life,  ruNtnms  and  requirements 
are  few  and  simple.  Barley  meal,  roasted 
and  ground  like  coffee,  is  their  chief  food, 
and  is  taken  with  buttered  tea,  which 
when  well  prepared,  is  not  so  bar  as  it 
sounds. 

The  coarse  black  tea  In  bricks  which 
they  get  from  China  is  the  roughest, 
coarsest  sweepings  of  the  tea  factory.  It 
is  sprinkled  with  boiled  rlcewater  and 
pressed  into  large  moulds  like  making  clay 
bricks. 

In  preparing  a  meal,  this  tea  Is  t)olled 
In  a  large  copper  pot.  with  a  little  salt  or 
soda  added,  then  It  Is  poured  Into  the 
wooden  churn,  a  chunk  of  butter  and  a 
little  meal  b 'iiig  added.  It  Is  then  churned 
into  a  thick  fluid  ready  for  use. 

After  drinking  sufficient  of  this  tea, 
each  guest  then  uses  his  own  wooden  bowl, 
into  which  he  mixes  with  his  flngers  a 
paste  of  barley  meal  and  buttered  tea.  and 
eats  it  in  the  cleanest  way  he  knows  how, 
without  chopsticks,  spoons  or  forks,  or  any 
other  aaslst*nce  but  his  fingers.

Marriage  Laws 

AKRIAGlTlaws  are  easy  and  optional. 

A  man  may  have  .sevcr.il  wives,  and 
many  slaves  a.s  he  can  afTord  to  keep; 


a  woman  may  have  several  husbands  and 
Iteep  them  as  long  as  she  can  .hold  them 
with  her.  but  jealousy  and  love  and  choice 
works  there  much  a.s  11  does  everywhere, 
and  places  the  boimds  of  custom,  public 
opinion,  and  conunon  decency  along  the 
Unes  of  modest  behavior  and  eomm^n 
siyise. 

There  is  a  law  that  at  least  one  son  m 
three  of  a  family  must  be  surrendered  to 
the  monastery  as  a  lama  spriest),  and 
many  give  two  boys  out  of  three  in  the 

home 

In  the  articles  used  In  worship  by  the 
priests  some  Indication  of  the  stage  of 
mental  development,  or  rather,  their  mor- 
bid condition,  is  revealed  In  their  love  of 
w  en  d  things  to  use  and  handle. 

A  priest  s  trumpet  is  a  human  thigh 
bone,  a  hand  drmn  is  often  two  himian 
skulls  placed  back  to  back,  and  human 
skin  stretched  over  them  to  form  the 
sound  surface, 

A  demon  driving  whip  Is  a  human  leg 
bone  for  a  handle,  and  human  skin  pleated 
Into  a  cord  for  the  whip  They  seem  to 
love  the  grotesque,  tlie  revolting  and  the 
fearsome,  yet  they  live  In  dally  terror  of 
evil  spirits,  disease  and  death. 

Ail  their  worship  Is  the  worship  of  fear. 
To  the  common  people  reincarnation 
means  nothing  They  have  no  hope  of 
ev{»r  attaining  high  existence  in  a  future 
rebirth:  they  Just  surrender  themselves 
to  placate  the  spirits  as  best  they  can  and 
leave  the  rest  to  lale. 

It  will  be  Interesting  to  watch  future  po- 
litical deveU^pments  In  Tibet  for  the  next 
few  years  Rival  factions  are  scheming 
to  gain  mastery  over  the  other,  with  the  ^ 
Burlat.s  of  Russia  trying  to  swing  popular 
favor  away  from  India  and  back  to  Rus- 
sia again. 

With  the  future  Dalla  Lama  still  un- 
known or  undeclared,  the  other  living 
Buddha,  the  Tashl  Lama,  seems  to  have 
little  faith  In  the  good  intentions  of  ruling 
factions  In  Tibet,  and  Is  slow  even  to  re- 
turn to  his  great  exalted  position  as  pres- 
ent and'-^only  ruler  of  the  country  Or 
docs  he  inherit  the  low  Intellect  of  his 
deal  and  dumb  mother  and  cannot  decide 
for  himself. 

The  Uneasy  Head 

UNEASY  lies  the  head  of  one  who  U 
forced  to  live  as  the  reincarnation  of 
a  living  Buddha.  His  foes  are  among  his 
friends  and  worshippers,  and  in  few  dare 
he  coiiiule  his  tlioiu;hts  and  suspicions 
But  to  him,  even  death  would  only  bring 
him  back  again  to  go  through  it  all  for 
another  Ufe  speU.  What  can  a  Buddha 
do  should  hU  desire  to  be  reincarnated 
leave  him  while  he  yet  lives  In  the  flesh? 

Ever  since  the  Rus.so- Jaiianese  War  the 
Japanese  have  visited  and  taken  keen  in- 
terest In  Tibet  as  the  seat  of  Buddhism. 
The  present  war  now  going  on  in  Nf)rth 
China  Is  near  the  supposed  origin  of  the 
earliest  Mongolian  face,  a  very  coveted 
spot  for  all  branches  of  that  race  Rever- 
ence for  and  worship  of  ancestors  Is  a  very 
Important  part  of  Buddhist  faith,  and  one 
wonders  what  hidden  and  secret  ambitions 
lie  beneath  the  pre.sent  upheaval  In  China, 
both  .sides  of  which  believe  they  are  sur- 
rounded by  spirits  of  departed  ancestors 
as  onlookers  to  the  struggle  now  proceed- 
ing. 

It  Is  a  strange  anomaly  which  may  yet 
be  referred  to  the  reincarnated  ones  in 
Tibet  <as  the  seat  of  Buddhism)  for  arbi- 
tration and  settlement  If  the  fight  be- 
eomos  anything  like  a  deadlock.  The  dar- 
ing and  courage  which  soldiers  display  is 
doubtless  partly  due  to  this  belief  in  the 
presence  of  living  ancestors,  and  is  there- 
fore a  factor  in  war.

THERE  is  still  .some  doubt  regarding 
the  first  oflJlcial  name  by  which 
this  city  was  known..  Some  say  it 
was  Fort  Camosun.  some  say  Fort  Albert. 
The  matter  is  of  more  than  passing  in- 
terest, for  the  postmark  'Victoria,  B.C." 
is  known  the  world  over. 

Contemporary  historians  seemingly 
cannot  agree.  Roderick  Finlayson.  of  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company,  declared  that 
the  name  of  the  place  was  Camosun  in 
IMS.  and  that  it  was  changed  later  to 
Albert,  then  to  Victoria  Herbert  Howe 
Bancroft,  in  his  "History  of  British  Co- 
lumbia." published  In  1889.  makes  qiilte 
a  case  out  of  v.  He  maintains  tiiat  for 
the  first  two  years  of  Its  existence  the 
fort  was  known  as  Camosun.  and  con- 
tinues; 'It  happened  there  lived  some- 
where a  man  whose  name  was  Albert, 
whom  It  were  well  for  the  Adventurers  of 
England  to  conciliate,  therefore  in  the 
year  of  grace,  1845,  orders  came  from 
London  magnates  to  damn  the  name 
Camosun  nni  call  th.o  place  Fort  Albert. 
But  even  then  they  were  not  satisfied, 
for  behold  upon  this  planet,  there  was  one 
mightier  th.in  AlbTf,  even  his  wife  the 
Queen;  so  before  the  year  had  expired 
Camosun  was  called  Victoria  ..." 

Original  Indian  Name 

THEN,  according  to  James  H.  Ander- 
son. Camosun  was  not  the  real  native 
name  It  was  he  says,  "Quahl-sn-eeia. ' 
the  Indian  name  of  the  wild  cherry  that 
flourished  In  this  vicinity. 

On  the  other  hand.  In  a  letter  to  Sir 
George  Simpson,  written  from  Fort  Van- 
couver. March  SO.  1M4.  Chief  Factor  John 
McLoughlin  reported  that  the  new  estab- 
lishment on  the  south  end  of  Vancouiffr 
Island  had  been  named  Fort  Victoria  In 
accordance  with  the  In.itructlons  received 
It  Is  adequately  represented  in  official 
aoufcet  that  durlag  llia  tlmt  inatraetiboa 


irere  tlransnntKd  f;  m.  I  ■  :  u  to  the 
northwest.  Xhe  people  la  the  settlement 
called  It  by  the  names  their  fancy  dic- 
tated. I  tiii.^  while  the  names  "Camosun" 
and  Albert  were  u.sed.  It  was  officially 
l^nown  as  "Victoria "  from  the  very  begin- 
ning. 

It  IS  intereMini?  at  this  Juncture  to 
examine  d.ita  rcKaidinK  the  first  post- 
of!\ce  here,  which  seems  to  have  been 
locaie(5  a!  the  ,«;outhwe<,t  corner  of 
Bastion  and  Laiigiey  Strecti  There  was 
a  building  Inside  the  fort,  and  there  the 
Inhabitants  deposited  their  maU  and  re- 
ceived letters  and  pnprrs. 

Early  Mail  Rates 

LETTERS  were  sent  to  Fort  Langley  on 
the  lower    Fraser,  thence  to  Fort 
Hope,  and  by  the  Ooqulhalla  trail  to  the 

Thompson  River. 

Mall  was  carried  free  until  1845,  but 
after  that  time  the  company  charged  all 

persons  not  empio, ed  by  them  for  letters 
carried  west  of  (,he  Rockies  at  the  rate  of 
bne  dollar  per  half  ounce,  and  twenty-five 

cents  for  each  additional  half  '.•;i.'-e.

There  ^as  an  Improvement   in  mail 

communication  af  er  1B49,  ron.sequent 
upon  the  gold  mining  activity  In  Cali- 
fornia. The  United 'States  Oovertiment 
established  a  regiilar  s'eamshlp  service 
to  San  Francisco,  via  Panama.  Soon  th(s 
service  was  extended  to  Portland  and 
Olympla.  and  from  Olympla  expre.M 
boau  carried  the  malls  to  Vancouver 


or  the  most  part  correspondence  came  by 
\ht  faster  American  route. 

Qplonial  Days 
I'T-'HE  settlement  of  Uie  Oregon  boun- 
i  dary  dispute  was  the  beginning  of  the 
end  of  the  rule  of  the  great  company  In 
this  West.  An  endeavor  by  Sir  John 
Pelly.  then  its  Governor,  to  secure  all 
lands  north  of  forty-nine  degrees  north 
latitude  aroused  a  storm  of  protest.  The 
Crown  granted  the  company,  only  Van- 
couver Island  to  he  vested  in  them  for  a 
period  of  ten  years,  subject  to  repurchase 
at  the  end  of  that  time,  and  strictly  for 
.rpose.s  of  eolonlzatjon  A  OovernOT 
was  to  be  appointed  for  the  new  Colony, 
and  certain  rights  hitherto  nested  In  tbe 
Company  were  curtailed. 

The  decision  had  much  to  do  with  the 
establishment  of  constitutional  govern- 
ment in  thU  West,  and  under  the  new 
regime  postal  matters  moved  forward  m 
pace  with  the  times.

AlbemVs  River  Road 
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ALBEKNI  S  west  end  Ls  bounded  by., 
the  Somau.  The  broad  main 
street  of  the  town,  Johnston  Street, 
receives  the  highway  from  Parksvllle  and 
Introituces  it  to  the  River  Road  running 
south  to  the  Port  and  we.st  tu  Sproat  and 
Great  Central  Lakes  Walking  out  In  the 
latter  direction  yuu  get  the  true  flavor  of 
Alberni  8  charm.  Th«  couple  of  mlles\)r 
less  between  Johnston  Street  and  the 
Romass  bridge  are  as  diversified  as  any 
piece  of  road  on  the  Island  I  knov,'  of. 
There  Is  on  both  sides  of  the  road  a  lush 
wealth  of  vegetation  where  Kltsuksls 
Creek  runs  Into  the  river.  Among  the  rich 
grass  and  shrubbery  the  handsome  marsh 
hollyhocks  still  bear  a  few  rose-colored 
flowers,  and  the  white  flowtrs  of  angelica, 
hemlock  parsley  and  slum  rise  among  th« 
coarse  grasses.  Willows  and  black  twin- 
berry,  our  shrubby  honeysuckle,  are  every- 
where. The  black  hawthorne,  our  natlv* 
representative  of  the  British  may,  bears  Ita 
large  haws,  a.s  ytt  hardly  ripe  and  so 
without  their  characterl.stlr  blark  color. 

The  river  is  out  of  slglit  until  the  hrst 
Junction  of  roads,  where  we  keep  to  the 
left.  The  road  follow.s  the  bank,  wUh  a 
narrow  strip  of  trees  between  us  and  ttie 
water.  There  are  numbers  of  littto  path* 
down  to  the  brink,  where  open  gras.sy 
(paces  occur.  Here  the  Michaelmas  dai^y  s 
mauve  and  purple  flowers  are  commonly 
seen,  and  occasionally  the  yellow  ones  of 
the  large  mlmulus.  In  the  moist  hollows 
the  ripening  Inflorescence  of  rushes  and 
edges  matches   in   its   associations  the 

riragnnfltfj  that,  maltr  their  iwllt  dvtlftg 
flights  above  the  herbage.  The  river,  ex- 
cept where  these  gra.s.sy  banks  intervene. 
Is  bordered  by  willows,  and  most  notably 
by  sweet  gale,  whose  blue-green  aromatic, 
fnllage  \s  one  of  the  delights  of  such  places. 
Scarcely  to  be  seen  by  the  unassisted  eye 
are  the  tiny  dots  of  golden  wax  on  the  cur- 
fare  of  its  leaves,  the  combined  .source  of 
the  agreeable  perfume  for  which  it  Is 
famed.  Our  ancestors  In  Britain,  how- 
ever, were  not  content  with  the  iMeasurc 
It  gave  the  nose:  they  used  Its  leaves  as  a 
medicine,  as  a  tea.  and  as  a  subsUtute  for 
hops  In  ale  A  plant  over  there  of  bogs 
and  moorlands,  we  find  It  here  bordering 
rivers  and  lakes,  a  suggestive  commentary 
on  the  respective  ciimatea  of  Britain  and 
Vancouver  Island.  * 


Tkc  Forest  Fringe 

IT  is  at  a  larger  opening  in  the  forest 
fringe  that  one  of  the  most  charming 
views  along  the  River  Road  is  to  be  had. 
Standing  on  the  near  bank,  you  look  across 
the  river,  today  very  full  because  of  high 
tide,  and  grey  with  the  ruffling  of  an  up- 
stream wind.  On  the  further  bank  l.s  a 
.  brokeQ  line  of  scattered  trees,  maple, 
willow  and  alder  chiefly,  rather  plctureeque 
In  their  shapes,  and  sumdently  far  apart 
to  allow  you  to  see  the  broad,  grassy 
meadows  and  the  cattle  at  pasture.  Clus- 
ters of  deciduous  trees  He  behind  the  open 
spaces.  Ihe  distant  hills  take  on  a  variety 
of  hues  under  the  alternate  light  and 
shade  between  the  moving  ma.sses  of 
grey  cloud  the  .sun  shines  out.  The  nearer 
ones  are  purplish  grey  where  the  shadows 
fall,  but  the  more  distant  heights  beyond 
them  are  an  Intense  ultramarine  blue. 

The  houses  across  the  road  are  set  off  by 
gardens  full  of  bright  flowers,  and  there 
are  rows  of  interesting  and  beautiful  trees. 
One  place  possesses  a  pair  of  great  lime 
or  linden  treat,  whose  trunlcs  are  several

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feet  apart  but  who.se  foliage  combines  in 
one  magnihctnt  mosn  extending  upwards 
from  a  few  feet  above  the  ground.  In  the 
height  of  the  flowering  season  what  an 
amazing  festival  there  must  be  in  it  for 
the  bees.  Near  by  is  a  very  flne  ash,  and 
further  on  the  fence -line  of  a  garden  shows 
fine  .specinieii.s  of  Spanish  chestnut,  birch, 
elm.  and,  mosl  Interesting  of  all.  cop;x>r 
beech.  Beeches  of  large  slie  are  here  so 
rare,  for  some  reason  or  other,  yet  it  Is  one 
ot  the  most  beautiful  of  trees,  whether  in 
Its  ordinary  greenery  or  modlfled  to  copper 
and  purple.  A  small  clearing  on  the  same 
side  of  the  road  is  encircled  by  botli  wild 
and  native  timber.  At  one  end  the  rowan 
di.splays  Itr,  .scarlet  berrle.s,  then  come  alder, 
Dougl£^^hr,  baLsam  hr,  dogwood,  false 
acacia,  and  elm.  Some  of  the  introduced 
species  have  strayed  acro.ss  the  road  and 
are  asserting  themselves  there,  notably  the 
false  acacia  or  robinia. 

Among  the  Trees 

ALONG   the  riverside   the   trees  are 
chiefly  cedar,  the  two  flrs,  spruce, 

lar^e-Ieaved  maple  with  some  smooth  or 
Rocky  Mountain  maple,  alder,  dogwood, 
and  bitter  cherry.  Opposite  the  Indian 
village  which  is  seen  tlii'  iw  M  ti  -  i  . 
across  the  river,  some  hemlock  app>  .irs. 
The  balsam  or  grand  flrs  are  frequently 
laiKC,  and  their  trunks  are  affected  by  a 
bright  red  lichen,  which  gives  them  a  very 
conspicuous  appearance.  It  is  easily  seen 
that  there  is  no  monotony  of  form  or  color, 


and  the  frequent  breaks  through  which 
the  river  Is  seen  with  Its  Aelds  and  woods 
and  distant  hills,  and  the  green  grass  and 

the  varied  'Shrubbery  of  the  forcRround 
make  the  walk  a  series  of  fresh  delights. 
Not  only  are  the  new  houses  along  the  road 
pleasantly  intermingled  with  those  of  an 
older  day,  but  acro.ss  the  river  you  .see  as 
you  approach  the  bridge  the  weather- 
beaten  buildings  on  the  Indian  Reserve, 
and  In  .^ome  little  opening  along  the  bank 
you  may  come  across  an  Indian  canoe  left 
by  the  owner  while  he  goes  about  some 
business  on  your  side  of  the  water  one 
may  well  use  the  words  of  a  forgotten  poet : 

"Ah,  me  I  Were  ever  river  banks  so  fair? 

Were  ever  haunts  so  fit  for  Summer 

bree7e, 

Or  peii.sivc  walk  In  evening  s  golden  air?" 

Tne  bridge  spans  the  Bomass  where  the 
ancient  lavas  form  the  walls  of  a  gorge 

tl'.rough  which  the  river  runs  deep  and 
Still.  I  use  the  word  "walls"  fitly,  because 
the  natural  cleavage  of  the  andesite  Is 
perpendicular  as  well  as  horizontal,  and 
the  combination  of  the  two  has  produced 
on  the  north  side  particularly  a  step-like 
arrangement,  but  the  walls  predominate 
t>ecause  the  vertical  clriivage  Is  better  de- 
veloped. It  Ls  seen  away  from  tlie  river 
both  above  and  below  the  road  beyond  the 
bridge.  The  rock  has  retained  some  of  the 
glacial  markings  at  the  northeast  corner 
of  the  bridge. 


Biucbcllt  and  Violcti 

IN  August  the  vegetation  on  the  rocks  l.-^. 
of  course,  pretty  well  dried  up,  but  I 
found  the  harebell,  the  bluebell  of  Scot- 
land, in  bloom,  the  flowers  a  very  flne, 
rich  blue.  The  common  blue  violet  is  evi- 
dently a  common  flower  earlier  in  the  year, 
for  the  crevices  contain  the  plants  in  some 
profusion.  A  few  plants  of  a  specirs  of 
hawkweed  with  leafy  stems  very  hnely 
pubescent  alMve  and  with  from  one  to  two. 
three  or  four  yellow  flowers,  grow  here  and 
there  on  the  ledges,  and,  as  usual,  there 
are  Michaelmas  daisies.  A  small  fern  Ls 
clustered  m  a  nichr  fai  down  one  of  the 
walls,  but  I  cannot  get  iwar  enough  to 
make  out  its  species. 

On  the  opposite  shore  the  familiar  salal 
occurs,  very  much  dwarfed.  I  have  not 
seen  it  along  the  River  Road  at  all,  and  it 
seems  to  be  .scarce  In  the  Albcrnl  district. 
Beyond  the  bridge,  on  the  right,  a  little 
path  leads  down  to  the  rocks  Just  above 
the  level  of  the  river.  On  my  flrst  visit,  as 
I  have  said  above,  the  river  was  full,  but 
a  few  days  later  1  found  the  water  sufll- 
ciently  low  to  allow  of  a  tolerably  good 
reconnal.sance  of  the  shore  of  the  point. 
In  this  way  I  was  able  to  see  much  of  the 
plant  life  which  had  been  previously  cov- 
ered by  the  river.  It  Is  extraordinary  how 
Biany  plants  thrive  upon  these  inundation 
conditions  when  they  are  not  too  pro- 
longed at  any  one  time  To  the  left  of 
the  point  there  is  a  little  recess,  where  the 
fine  silt  of  the  river  accumulates,  and 
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CANADA  on  the  I'ac  uir  ('na>t  i.s  nearly 
a  century  younger  than  Canada  on 
the  Atlantic  seaboard.  This  is  hU- 
lorlcally  speaking. 

As  to  whether  the  rocky  shoreline  of 

Victoria  is  le.ss  or  more  ancient  than  that 
which  fringes  the  harbor  of  Hallfkx,  or 
whether  the  paleontology  revealed  on  the 
tidal  flats  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy  anteil.ite 
the  fossil  remains  at  Whiffln  Spit,  the 
writed  must  le^ve  to  his  learned  friend 
Robert  Connell,  who.se  .scientific  imagln.i 
tlon  uncovers  rich  lore  in  rock  and  field 
and  bush  around  Victoria  and  touches  the 
commonest  bit  of  roadside  with  beauty. 

Sticking  to  the  l}istory  that  is  known  to 
high  sehoor  pupils  and  ordinary  folk,  let 
us  iniiip.iic  F,.ist  and  West.  Halifax  was 
founded  as  a  British  port  in  1749,  ninety- 
four  years  before  Fort  Victoria  was  bas- 
tloned.  The  flrst  Anglican  service  in  Nova 
Scotia  was  held  at  Annapolis  Royal  In 
1710,  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  years 
previous  to  the  coming  of  Rev.  R.  J.  Staines 
as  chaplain  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company 
to  this  port  in  1749. 

.   The  sailing  vessel  Hector  landed  Its 

,  wearied  pa.wnpers  on  the  Nova  Scotlan 
ioast  in  1773.  It  was  in  1863  that  the  Ss. 
Beaver  began  a  survey  of  British  Colum- 
bia waters  Both  Victoria  and  Halifax 
have  a  St.  Paul's  Church,  both  of  them 
allva  with  Hm  memories  of  their  respective 
cities'  early  days  Each  \^  decorated  with 
tablets  of  pioneers.  The  St.  Paul  s  Naval 
and  Oarrlson  Church  at  Bsquimalt  was 
built  in  1866  Its  elder  brother  on  the  At- 
lantic is  the  oldest  Christian  edlhce  in 
Canada,  apart  tnm  tha  Boman  Catholic 
houses  of  worship,  and  was  dedicated  as 
far  back  as  1750. 

Now,  after  all  the  intervening  yean, 
Canadian  Anglicans  have  turned  their 
steps  eastward,  and  to  Halifax.  Dele- 
gates, clerical  and  lay.  bL^hops  and  ^ch- 

,  bishops,  archdeacons,  canons,  chancellors 
and  churchwardef^s  from  all  the  dioceses 
Of  Canada  are  on  this  very  day  assembled. 


along  with  local  worshippers,  In  All  Saints' 
Cathedral  and  St.  Paul's  Church  and 
other  houses  of  prayer  in  Halifax  For  the 
flrst  time  since  Its  inception  In  1893.  the 
Ueneral  Synod  of  the  Church  of  England 
In  Canada  convenes  in  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces. 

Halifax  Like  Canterbury 

WHFRF  else  would  It  convene  but  in 
this  pioneer  centre  of  the  church? 
Halifax  is  the  Canterbury  of  Canada.  It 
was  in  Halifax  that  the  ancient  faith  that 
came  to  the  South  of  England  at  the  hands 
of  Saint  Augustine  flrst  established  Itself 
in  the  loyal  hnir  of  the  North  American 
continent.  It  is  fitting  for  the  Synod  to 
meet  here. 

It  was  peculiarly  fitting  also,  that,  a 
fortnight  ago,  on  August  15,  In  connection 
with  the  annual  convention  of  the  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Auxiliary  of  Canada, 
there  was  planted  in  the  grounds  of  All 
Saints'  Cathedral  a  cutting  from  the  fa- 
mous Holy  Thorn  at  Glastonbury.  Eng- 
land Ola.stonbiiry,  of  whom  Tennyson 
has  sung  in    The  Idylls  of  the  King  ': 

"Glastonbury,  where  the  Winter  thorn 
Blossoms  at  Christmas,  mindful  of  our 

Lord* 

Perhaps,  some  day  soon,  a  cutting  from 
the  .same  tree  will  be  planted  U\  the 
grounds  of  the  local  cathedral,  to  exhibit 
in  the  beauty  of  Its  flowering  the  ancient 
tradition  of  the  BritUll  fMth  and  of  Joeeph 
of  Arimathea  tovlnglnff  to  Britain  Ihe  Roly 
OraiU 

A  Wtttrtiiiitttr  Abbey 

MANY  places  of  interest  will  attract  the 
delegates.  The  Sunday  school  of 
St.  Paul's  Church  Is  the  oldest  on  the 
American  continent  with  a  continuous 
history,  and  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  world, 
and  still  today  one  of  the  largest  In  Can- 
ada The  flrst  Sunday  aehool  was  astab- 
li.shed  at  Olouccsfer  in  England  bv  Robert 
Raikes  only  three  y^ars  earlier.    The  first 


In  thk  United  States  was  opened  In  1791 
in  Philadelphia. 

St.|Paul's  has  been  not  inaptly  described 
as  "the  Westminster  Abbey  of  Canada  "  In 
-.the  Itwenty  vaults  beneath  the  church 
many  leaders  in  Church  and  State  are 
burifd.  Tablets  and  hatchments  to  bisli- 
6ps  and  captains  decorate  Its  walls.  The 
names  of  some  of  the  greatest  naval  and 
military  heroes  of  the  Empire  and  .some  of 
the  most  famous  regiments  are  sus.sociated 
with  It,  such  as  Wolfe.  Amherst.  Sir  John 
Moore  and  Captam  Hedley  Vicars. 

The  focus  of  historical  Interest  will  be, 
however,  the  celebration  of  the  consecra- 
tion of  the  flrst  Anglican  bishop  in  Can- 
ada. The  honor  of  this  premiership  be- 
longs to  Right  Rev  ('harles  Ini-li'^  D  D. 
He  was  consecrated  one  hundred  and  llfty 
years  ago,  on  August  12,  1787,  at  Lambeth 
Palace,  the  first  Of  the  now  long  llde  at 
over.seas  bishops  within  the  Empire. 

In  connection  with  the  sesquicentenary 
observance,  the  establishment  of  the  An- 
glican episcopate  on  this  contiiirn;,  and 
especially  in  Canada,  will  come  under  re- 
view. It  is  an  arresting  fact  that  for  over 
three-quarters  of  a  oentury  the  Church  of 
England  in  Canada  was  without  a  bishop. 

This  meant  that  her  sons  and  daughters 
were  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion 
without  the  rite  of  Confirmation,  that 
young  men  Uking  holy  orders  had  to  un- 
dergo the  long,  expensive  and  often  peril- 
ous trip  to  England  to  seek  the  laying  on 
of  hands  for  the  work  of  Uielr  ministry  by 
the  then  distant  dlnce.san.  the  Bishop  of 
London;  and  that  clergy  and  people  alike 
were  entirely  without  the  leadership,  su- 
pervision and  gttldanet  of  thalr  'Tathar  in 
Ood* 

England  to  Blame 

THE  blame  for  this  deprivation  is  laid 
by  Canon  C  W  Vernon  in  "The  Old 
Church  in  the  New  Dominion,"  to  the 
Mother  Church  in  England,  who.se  neglect 
was  positively  stepmotherly.  Again  and 
again  appeal  was  made  from  the  American 
colonies  for  "a  sufTragan  to  visit  the  .sev- 
eral churches,  ordain  some,  confirm 
others,  and  bless  all."  It  required  a  revo- 
lution to  open  Inclaad'f  eyas  jto  her  chil- 
dren s  needs.

its  very  foundation.  It.  at  leastj.  set  the 
daughter  Church  free  to  have  tlshops  of 

its  own."  The  clergy  of  Connecticut 
elected  Dr.  Samuel  Beabury  and  com- 
mended him  for  con.Mcratlon  to  the  Bl^ 
ops  of  England  Ejen  yet  the  Brit^lV 
Government  hesitated  to  permit  such  a 
step. 

Denied  by  England,  the  plea  was  carried 
to  the  Scottish  Episcopal  Church,  with  the 
result  that  Dr.  Seabury  was  consecrated  at 
Aberdeen  on  November  14.  1784,  by  three 
bishops  of  that  Church.  This  accounu 
for  the  fact  that  the  Communion  oAce  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  of  America  followed 
the  Scottish  order,  and  differs  today  from 
that  of  England  and  Canada.  A  Victoria 
Anglican,  for  example,  communing  in  an 
Episcopal  Church  in  Seattle,  will  observe 
the  difference. 

Enters  Bishop  Inglis 

AWAKtNLD  by  this  action,  an  Act  of 
Parliament  was  passed  empowering 

English  authorities  to  con.secrate  "per.sons 
whu  are  subjects  or  citizens  of  countries 
out  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions."  Bishops 

of  Pennsylvania  and  of  New  York  were 
thus  set  apart  in  1787. 

Here  Bishop  Inglis  enters  the  picture. 
Operating  from  NV  v  York,  a  group  of 
clergymen  platmed  the  setting  up  of  an 
episcopal  see  in  Nova  Scotia.  So  it  came 
about  that  Dr.  Inglis  was  cmisecrated.  as 
has  been  mentioned,  at  Lambeth  Palace,,, 
on  Sunday,  August  12,  1787,  as  Bishop  of 
Nova  Scotia  and  Its  dependencies,  which 
was  interpreted  to  Include  New  Brunswick, 
Prince  Edward  Island  (then  the  Island  of 
St  John'.  Upper  ai;f1  Lower  Canada,  New- 
foundland and  Bermuda — truly  a  vast  dio- 
cese. 

Of  the  unremitting  labors,  executive 
ability  and  churchly  zeal  of  Bishop  Inglis 
little  need  here  be  said.  Anglicanism  In 
Canada,  and  aieeptionally  in  the  Matl* 
times,  qwcs  much  to  this  great  diocesan 
and  gracious  personality.  His  lineage  was 
dcrlcal,  extending  back  to  his  great-grand- 
father, all  clergymen  of  the  Church  In 
Ireland.  It  is  appropriate,  therefore,  that 
today's  praachar  in  AH  Saints'  Oathadral, 
Halifax,  along  with  the  Primate  of  Can- 
ada.

where,  m  consequence,  certain  types  of 
plants  especially  flourish;  but  even  along 

the  base  of  the  rocks  at  the  most  exposed 
part  I  found  in  the  spots  where  patches 
of  mud  had  gathered  a  similar  though 
different  assemblage  of  plants.  Even  above 
tlils  level,  that  is,  beyond  the  reach  of  the 
Water  at  iU  highest,  at  this  season  at  least, 
I  found  one  plant  I  little  expected  tO  see. 
It  Is  the  false  asphodel,  or  wastam  To- 
fleldia.  High  up  in  the  mountains  it  is  a 
comifion  plant  by  the  streams,  fed  by  the 
snow-banks  In  Summer,  but  it  is  the  first 
time  I  have  come  across  it  at  sea-level. 
Although  past  flowering,  it  i.s  conspicuous 
by  its  red-tipped  seed -capsules,  and  it  has 
the  further  contribution  to  make  to  the 
botanist  that  its  flowering  parts,  including 
the  stamens,  are  all  in  place,  although,  of 
course,  shrivelled.   A  little  lower  down. 
V  h«  ic  Ihe  river  reaches  at  flood  tide,  grow 
Ricliardson's  rush  aiul  a  very  delicate  and 
smaller  species,  both  with  light  brown 
Inflorescence,  and  with  them  the  black- 
grass  rush,  and  one  of  the  hundred  and 
sixteen  species  of  sedge  attributed  by 
Benry  to  southern  British  Columbia. 

Luxury  of  Growth 

IN  the  little  recess  behind  the  point,  not 
only  Is  the  mud  the  happy  habitat  of 

numbers  of  plants,  but  along  the  bank, 
much  of  which  is  under  water  at  flood, 
there  is  a  rich  luxury  of  growth,  grasses, 
sedges,  ru.shes,  as  well  as  more  familiar 
flowering  plants,  making  together  a  dense 
growth.  One  has  to  be  careful  in  examln- 
hTg  tt.^  tTTa.«nirp.";.  for  snvne  ot  the  coarse 
grasses  are  possessed  of  blades  whose 
edges  cut  like  a  raior.  The  inflorescence 
o!  the  tallest  of  them,  the  reed-manna 
grass,  is  extremely  attractive  and  Is 
carried  on  the  summit  of  a  stalk  Ave  or  six 
feet  high,  the  color  of  the  flowering  head 
a  silvery  purple.  Another  rather  extraor- 
dinary grass  closely  neighbors  it.  I  have 
never  seen  it  before,  and  can  flnd  no 
description  of  it  In  either  Henry  or  Abrams. 
The  main  stem  gives  off  at  regular  inter- 
vals of  from  three-quarters  of  an  Inch  to 
one  inch  a  small  flattened  spike  of  about 
flve  spikelets  borne  on  a  slender  stem  of 
about  the  same  length  as  the  .spike.  Each 
stem  ri.ses  from  the  sheath  of  a  leaf  with 
a  broadish  blade  from  two  and  a  half  to 
three  Inches  long.'  These  leaves  are 
arranged  alternately  along  tha  main  stem. 

The  Canada  Mint 

THE  Canada  mint  has  a  deeper  color 
here,  Its  flowers  being  decidedly  pur- 
plish. I  found  a  few  plants  of  another 
plant  of  the  mint  family  which  posseites 

a  very  peculiar  name  the  mad -dog  skuU^ 
cap.  It  has  the  square  stem  of  its  rela- 
tives, and  its  leaves,  which  are  toothed, 
have  long  stalks.  The  flowers  are  small 
and  very  pale  bluish  purple  in  color.  The 
calyx  has  an  odd  little  projection  on  its 
upper  lobe.  The  blossoms  are  arranged  on 
short  stalks  along  a  stem  proceeding  from 
the  axils  of  the  paired  leaves.  The  creep- 
ing buttercup  Is  still  flowering  iiere,  and 
there  are  a  few  blue-purple  flowers  on  the 
stlf-heal,  but  the  commonest  blo.ssoms  are 
those  of  the  fringed  clover,  whose  purple 
and  white  heads  make  a  charming  picture 
among  the  rich  herbage. 

Further  down  on  the  mud  which  the 

river  has  left  bare  hut  soft  and  wet,  there 
Is  still  another  assemblage  of  plants,  and 
one  well  worth  attentl9n.  Among  the  many 
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small  plants  there  is  one  very  Interestmg 
one,  with  opposite  pahw  of  bavas  and  with 

small  pink  and  green  tubular  flowers  set 
singly  In  the  axils  of  the  leaves.  The  calyx 
has  five  deep  green  lobes,  two  of  them 
larger  than  the  others.  The  corolla  is 
faintly  striped  below  with  a  dark  color.  It 
forms  quite  bushy  little  plants  about  flve 
inches  high  and  Is  quite  submerged  when 
the  water  is  high.  It  appears  to  be 
Oentiana  tenella,  the  tender  gentian  of 
Henry's  "Flora,"  where  It  Is  ascribed  to 
"Alaska,  southwards  in  the  mu." 

A  very  striking  plant  is  the  water-plan- 
tain, even  when  not  in  flower.  Its  large, 
oval  leaves  rise  either  out  of  the  shallow 
water  or,  today,  from  the  mud,  and  when 
in  flower  its  tall,  open-branched  in- 
florescence on  Its  slender  stem  is  enough 
to  stir  anyone's  curiosity.  Its  flowers  are 
not  large,  but  the  three  white  petals  have 
a  peculiar  icy  texture,  the  tluee  small, 
hooded  green  sepals  peep  between  them, 
and  In  the  centre  are  the  six  green  anthers 
on  their  pale  fllaments  surrounding  a  very 
singular  hollow,  bowl-like  body  formed  of 
the  united  pistils.  The  water-plantain,  of 
course,  takes  its  name  from  the  common 
rat-tall  plantain  of  our  roadsides,  a  favorite 
food  of  canaries,  but  it  far  exceeds  it  in 
beauty.  There  U  no  relaUonship  bttvtta 
the  two. 

in  the  Muddy  Water 

BUT  a  still  more  Interesting  plant  grows 
down  in  the  muddy  water  where  the 
water-snails  move  slowly  about  In  their 
itn  pastinres    This  one  «row6  tn  imie- 


clusters  four  or  flve  inches  high,  and  look 
for  all  the  world  like  a  bunch  of  very  small 
onions  growing  at  extremely  close  quarters. 
There  is,  however,  a  delicacy  about  the 
individuals  that  suggests  something  other 
than  our  hardy  alliums.  You  will  notice 
the  cturiously  open  cellular  structure  of 
what  we  may  call  their  leaves,  since  they 
are  green,  but  more  noticeable  near  the 
base,  where  they  become  quite  crystailme 
white.  At  the  lower  end  of  each  there  is 
a  swelling  like  that  of  a  small  bulb,  but 
on  the  outer  side  this  swelling  has  a  dark 
over  mark,  and  on  examining  It  ckMely 
you  will  see  within  a  number  of  small, 
roundish  white  bodies.  Just  as  if  you  were 
looking,  at  round  peppermints  In  a  cello- 
phane package  The.se  bodies  art  the 
macrospores,  that  is,  large  spores.  The 
Inner  leaves  have  In  their  bases  similar 
collections  of  micro.spores,  or  small  spores, 
and  it  Is  by  the  conjunction  of  these  two 
kinds  of  spores  that  the  reproduction  of 
the  plant  is  carried  on,  as  in  the  quite 
different-appearing  selaginellas  of  our 
rocky  hillsides. 

Such  are  a  few  of  the  interesting  things 
seen  along  the  Somass  banks  and  by  its 
side  above  the  bridge.  But  what  a  wealth 
there  must  be  over  all  lt,s  bordering  extent 
of  meadow  and  wood,  and  especially  if 
time  also  enter  Into  our  view  and  we  use 
the  months  from  the  first  days  of  Spring 
onwards.  It  is  a  wonderful  field  for  those 
who,  living  In  its  valley,  have  a  curiosity 
to  knew  the  wonders  of  its  plant-life  and 
Its  extraordinary  a.ssoclatlons.  Solomon 
studied  plants,  from  the  hyssop  of  the  wall 
to  the  cedar  of  Lebanon,  but  we  have  a 
gi eater  ranwe  open  to  us  than  hLs  From 
river  s  mud  and  salty  marsh  to  the  cleft 
summits  of  Arrowsmith  and  Klttsa  we  can 
draw  materials  to  satisfy  our  love  of  the 
curious  and  our  sense  of  the  order  and 
beauty  of  tha  universe. 


Bijjhop  is  made  Is  Illustrated  by  the  brav- 
ery he  displayed  dujring  the  American 

Rejvolutlon.  *  When  he  was  in  charge  of 
Trinity  Church,  New,  York,  one  of  the 
reyolutlonsiry  generals  had  sent  word  to 
him  that  "the  violent  prayers  for  the  King 
and  Royal  Family  be  omitted. '  To  this 
Dr.  Inglis  paid  no  heed.  Great  was  tha 
alarm  of  the  congregation  when,  one  Sun- 
day morning,  "about  one  hundred  rebels 
marched  into  the  church,  with  drums 
brating  and  fifes  playing,  their  guns 
loaded  and  bayonets  fixed  as  if  going  into 
battfe." 

The  brave  minister  took  no  notice  of 
tht'in,  and  repealed  the  customary  .State 
prayers  in  a  slightly  higher  note  than  was 
his  wont.  The  congregation  feared  that 
he  would  have  been  .shot  down  at  the 
prayer  desk,  but  nothing  happened. 

Such  is  the  man.  Christian  and  ehurch- 
rnan.  ,fco  whom  his  spiritual  de.scendant* 
will  do  honor  today  at  Halifax  on  ttie  At- 
lantic coast.   And  he  is  worthy.

His  morning  suits  are  grey,  except  rtn 
special  occasions,  when  he  wears  black, 
and  his  morning  .shlrt,s  plain  blue  or 
white,  with  double  cuffs  He  wears  collars 
Of  the  white  starched  double  type,  cut 
away  with  a  wide  Inverted  V.  His  ties  are 
usually  blue,  grey,  or  black  and  white. 
For  the  country.  His  Majesty  wears  Hhet- 
land  tweeds  with  checks  in  quiet  colorings, 
and  brightly  cotored  eliaek  shirts.

CHILDREN  and  grown-ups  in  many 
parUs  of  the  world  will  read  the  fol- 
lowing short  article'  which  appeared  In 
the  copy  of  Tl>e  Children's  Newspaper 
published  on  August?.  It  has  been  <  laimed 
that  Victoria  was  never  called  Fort  Camo- 
sun.  Perhaps  the  Historical  Society  will 
publish  the  truth  gathered  from  the  old 
records 

'British  Columbia  Is  celebratbtg  the 
•eventy-fifth  birthday  of  lU  capital  this 
week. 

"Although  the  Province  s  first  Parlia- 
ment Buildings  were  erected  there  as  long 
ago. as  1859.  It  was  not  till  three  years  after 
tha^  Victoria  received  its  charier,  begin- 
ning a  new  lease  of  life  on  August  2.  1862. 

"Today,  with  a  population  of  60,000.  it 
has  130  factories,  fourteen  hotels,  and 
'  about  900  stores;  but  the  glory  of  the  town 
l.H  Its  superb  natural  setting',  giving  it  a 
claim  to  being  one  of  the  world's  most 
beautiful  cities.  The  oldest  town  m  the 
Province.  It  is  built  on  Vancouver  Island, 
Its  harbor  sheltering  many  ships,  and  Its 
fine  streets  and  handsome  buildings  mak- 
ing a  picture  (^f  which  every  Canadian  may 
well  be  proud. 

"Known  at  first  a*  Fort  Camosun,  Vic- 
toria was  founded  In  1849  by  James 
Douglas,  who  had  been  sent  north  from 
Fort  Vancouver  by  Governor  Simpson,  of 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  For  years  Its 
population  did  not  number  500,  but  the 
gold  rush  of  1858  saw  80,000  prospectors 
crowding!  Into  the  town,  and  toward  thie 
end  of  the  century  the  building  of  the 
Esquimau  and  Nanalmo  Railway  led  to  tho 
firm  e.itablishment  of  Victoria  at  a  buey 
and  prosperous  town."

THK  people  of  Tibet,  a  country  in  Asia, 
north  of  the  Himalaya  Mountains,  have 
a  strange  way  of  chooelnf  their  mler. 
When  the  old  ruler,  called  the  Dalai  Lama, 
dies.

John  Bunyan 
.   vN  the  last  day  of  August  two  hun- 

Vv'  dred  and  flrty-nine  years  ago,  John 
Bunyan  died.  He  was  the  son  of  a  poor 
tmiter  In  Elstow  in  Bedfordshire,  and  fol- 
lowed that  humble  trade  during  many 
years  of  his  life. 

He  went  to  school  for  a  short  time  but. 
we  are  told,  learned  so  little  that  his  wife 
taught  him  over  again  to  read  after  they 

were  married.  

He  would  today  be  thought  a  strange 
boy  by  his  playfellows  When  he  was  only 
»in>  nr  t^n  he  felt  that  Uie  £ames  they 
were  playing  were  wicked,  yet  he  could  not 
give  them  up. 

The  very  serious  fault  of  swearing  was 
so  completely  cured  by  a  rebuke  from  an 
old  woman  that  when  Cromwell  was  look- 
ing for  sober,  godly  soldiers  for  his  famous 
Ironsides,  the  tinker  boy  of  Blston,  then 
■eventecn.  was  accepted  when  he  re- 
turned from  the  Civil  War  he  married,  be- 
fore he  was  twenty,  a  girl  as  poor  as  him- 
self The  young  couple  were  so  poor  that 
they  could  scarce  muster  a  spoon  and  a 
plate  between  them.  Yet  the  girl-wife, 
had  a  little  store  of  goodly  books  which 
she  taught  her  husband  to  read. 

For  two  years  or  more  the  young  man 
was  oppres.sed  with  the  burden  of  sin  Of 
that  struggle  he  tells  In  his  books,  espe- 
cially In  'The  Pilgrim's  Progress.-  Then 
he  was  converted.  Joined  the  Baptist 
church,  and  became  a  preacher.  But  In 
the  England  of  those  days  men  who  had 
no  licence  rould  not  prrarh  So  Buiiyiiii 
was  put  in  Bedford  Jail.  1^  would  not 
promise  not  to  preach,  so  he  spent  twelve 
years  of  his  early  manhood  in  prl.son  He 
was  allowed  to  earn  a  little  money  by 
makini,'  thread  laces  with  tags,  to  read  and 
to  write  How  he  suffered  Bunyan  has 
told  us.    He  wrote: 


*The  parting  with  my  wife  and  children 

hath  often  been  to  me  in  this  place  as  the 
pulling  of  the  flesh  Irom  the  bone.s.  and 
that  not  because  I  am  somewhat  too  fond 
of  the.se  mercies,  but  also  bec.iuse  I  should 
have  often  brought  to  my  mmd  the  many 
hardships,  miseries,  and  wanU  that  my 
poor  family  was  likely  to  meet  with  should 
X  be  taken  from  tiiem.  especially  my  poor 
blind  child,  who  lay  nearer  to  my  heart 
than  all  besides      Oh,  the  thought  my 
poor  blind  one  might  go  under  would 
break  my  heart  to  pieces.    'Poor  child,' 
thought  I.  what  sorrow  art  thou  like  to 
have  In  this  world!    Tliou  must  be  beaten, 
must  beg,  must  suffer  hunger,  cold,  naked- 
ne.s.s  and  a  thousand  calamities  though  1 
cannot  now  endure  that  the  wind  should 
blow  upon  thee*." 

Yet  Bunyan  would  not  do  what  he  ba- 
licved  to  be  wron^;  cm  n  to  purchase  free- 
dom. It  is  to  this  resolve  that  the  world 
owes  "The  Pilgrim  s  Progress."  It  was 
first  published  m  1672,  and  before  Its  au- 
thor died  in  1688  \v;is  read  by  thousands  of 
poor  and  middle-class  people  throughout 
Great  BriUln. 

When  early  in  ti  >      •  '-entury  the  great 
emigration  from  Engiand  and  ScoUl 
began,  the  Bible  and  "The  Pilgrim's  ~ 
ress '  were  among  the  few  treasures  many 
of  the  pioneera  brought  from  their  homea.  _ 

In  these  days  thousands  of  books,  pic- 
ture shows  and  games,  and  the  radio  have 
crowded  "The  Pilgrim's  ProgreM"  fion 

modem  life. 
Yet  in  the  opinion  of  the  best  judges. 
The  t'ligrlms  Progress"  Is  one  of  the, 
greatest  books  that  have  b.en  written 
This  Is  part  of  what  one  oX  them,  John 
Richard  Oreen.  .says: 

•  It  i.s  111  tins  amazing  reality  if  Imper- 
sonation that  Bunyan  s  im.Tginatlve  genius 
.specially  di.splays  Itself.  But  this  Is  far 
from  being  Its  only  excellence.  In  its 
range,  in  Its  directness.

EVEN  years  ago  Profewor  Punnet,  of 
Ciimbndn.'  University.  Introduced  a 
new  breed  oi  poultry  havuiK  the 
auto-sex- linked  'character.  ThU  was  the 
Gold  Cambar.  a  breed  with  which  It  was 
possible  to  separate  the  cockerels  and 
puileu  at  hatching  time  by  tht  dUtlnc^ 
coloration  of  the  fluff 

Three  years  later  the  Silver  Cambar 
made  Its  appearance  and  It  wa»  found 
to  possess  exactly  th«  aame  character- 
istic as  the  Oold. 

In  this  case  the  male  chicks  have  down 
of  a  very  light  color;  the  pullet  rhlckens 
are  more  definitely  marked  while  each 
has  a  llRht  spot  on  Its  head.  This  breed 
proved  to  bo  loo     ;  :  .    t  auto  .sex-lliik.o<i. 

After  this,  nunicruus  experimental  mat- 
inn.s  were  made  and  It  was  discovered  that 
the  Cambar  could  be  strengthened  by  tbe 
Introduction  of  certain  other  breeds. 
Using  the  Cambar  as  a  base  both  Barred 
Bamevelders  and  Barred  Brown  LeKhorns 
have  been  made  with,  of  course,  the  same 
auto-.sex-linked  character. 

The  production  or  creation  of  the 
Barred  Brown  Leghorn  Is  an  Interesting 
atory  Strangely  enough  It  has  been  pro- 
luced  In  two  different  ways. 

Protps.sor  Punnett  obtained  his  Barred 
Brown  LeKhorns— now  called  the  Legbar

Easy  S«xing 

*HERE  Is  no  mistaking  the  .sexes  as 
soon  as  the  chickens  are  hatched. 
The  pullet  chickens  are  of  a  light  brown 
color  which  Is  blurred  with  strlplnR  and 
they  haye  a  light  spot  or  patch  on  the 
head.  The  cockerel  chickens  are  of  a 
palish  straw  c(jlor 

The  adult  Le«bars  have  different  color- 
InK  according  to  sex  The  pullet*  havo 
a  salmon  breast,  a  silvery  striped  neck  and 
hackle;  they  are,  In  fact,  rather  like  a 
llKhtish-colored  Brown  Leghorn,  but 
there  Is  a  faint  cuckoo-markhiK  notlcable. 
The  males  on  the  other  hand,  have  a 
darkish  breast  with  cuckoo  barring,  a 
golden  top  and  wlngrbow  with  rather  In- 
dl-stinct  cuckoo-marking. 

Using  the  Cambar  as  a  base  many  other 
breeds  can  be  produced,  but  apeclflcally 
careful  and  .skilful  mating  Is  necessary. 
The  Legbar,  however,  pre.sents  no  diffi- 
culties, because  if  a  Legbar  male  is  mated 
with  pure  Brown  LpRhorn  hens  all  the 
pullets  produced  are  pure  Legbars.  They 
can  be  used  at  once  aa  pure*  without  any 
turUwir  crossdngs- 

The  discovery  of  the  auto-sex-llnked 
character  is  likely  to  have  a  tremendous 
effect  for  good  on  the  poultry  Industry, 
because  it  is  infinitely  better  in  every  way 
than  ordinary  sex-linkage. 

Mow  the  Lenbar  will  fare  In  competition 
with  the  established  breeds,  nobody  can 
foretell  with  any  cerUinty:  it  certainly  has 
many  most  desirable  attributes  and  should 
do  well  If  only  It  possesses  the  degree  of 
stamina  we  want  In  any  new  breed  today. 


Gardens  Need  Washing 

VEGETABLE  gardening  m  aa  indus- 
trial dUtrlct  has  lu  drawbacks,  but 
they  can  be  overcome,  however,  and  CJt* 
ccllent  results  obtained, 

Since  road  making  reached  such  a  high 
standard,  the  dust  menace  has  receded 
considerably,  but  there  are  the  smuts 
Irom  houses  and  business  premises.  These 
are  .sulphurous,  and  if  allowed  to  accu- 
mulate on  the  foliage,  retard  growth. 

You  have  probably  noticed  how  much 
healthier  your  crops  look  after  a  shower 
which  cleanses  the  foliage.  Why  not  m 
dry  periods  make  your  own  showers? 
Spray  the  cmp^  two  or  three  tlmei  a 
week  or  warm  evenings. 

Continual  spraying  In  this  way  removes 
the  evil  from  one  place  to  another.  The 
smuts  sour  the  soil.  Sweeten  it  by  hoe- 
ing m  now  an  ounce  per  square  yard  dose 
of  nltro-chalk,  one  of  the  few  prepara- 
tions that  sweeten  and  feed  at  the  same 
time.  Another  dressing  at  the  end  of 
September  will  prove  helpful.

Extraction  Methods 

ASSUMING  Uiat  llie  beekeeper  pos- 
sesMJs  a  two-frame  Reared  extracting 
machine  and  a  pair  of  m.  .i|ii)um-knives. 
all  other  strictly  necessary  articles  lor 
dealing  with  a  moderate  amount  of  honey 
may  be  extemporized  from  the  equipment 
of  an  average  small  household. 

A  Wide  enameled-lron  basin  with  an  old 
framed  wire  queen-excluder  laid  on  top 
of  It,  win  serve  for  an  uncappU»g-lray 

The  knives  must  be  used  wet  and  real- 
ly hot  and  .sharp.  To  .secure  Ihi.s,  nothing 
'is  better  than  an  ordinary  oil-slove  with 
a  long  bread -tin  over  It.  In  which  water 
ihould  be  krpi  lu  .uiy  at  boihnK-point. 
•  The  knives  are  laid  in  the  tin  with 
their  handles  outside,  being  withdrawn 
alternately  for  use  and  relumed  to  the 
heatinn-tin  directly  a  frame  has  been  un- 
capi)e(l  on  both  sides. 

When  uncapphin.  .stand  the  frame  (m 
one  lug  upon  the  excluder,  the  comb  away 
from  your  body",  while  you  grasp  the  other 
frame-lug  ttrmly  with  your  left  hand, 
holding  It  almost  upright,  but  slightly 
leaimiK  away  from  you. 

In  this  position  the  sheet  of  cappiuKs 
win  fall  clear  of  the  comb  as  you  cut 
from  the  bottom  upwards,  bringing  the 
knife  up  a  little  .i.sl.m!

If  they  t)e  allowed  to  Ret  cold, 
the  honey  wlU  be  more  dlfHcult  to  ex- 
tract. 

Where  it  is  impossible  to  extract  at 
once  on  removal  from  the  hive,  the  frames 
ghOttld  be  kept  In  a  warm  room  until  such 
time  a«  the  work  of  extraction  becomes 
practlcabl*' 

If  the  amount  of  hom  v  to  be  dealt  with 
at  a  alnfle .  operation  be  considerable,  it 
may  be  necessary  to  have  some  large 
vessel  into  which  the  accumulated  honey 
In  the  vat  of  the  maehine  may  be  emptied 
from  time  tr>  time 

This  Is  called  a  honey-rlp^ncr  and  has 
Moioiy  a  capacity  of  one  or  two  hundred - 
Bifila  tbe  honey  la   left  to 


•  stand  preferably  for  several  days  during 
which  any  thin,  unripe  honey  will  rise  to 
the  surface  and  any  foreign  matter  will 
sink  tu  the  bottom. 

Some  honeys  granulate  very  quickly, 
sometimes  almost  immediately  they  are 
out  of  the  comb.  The  clearing  or  ripen- 
ing process  will  not  be  complete  unle.s 
the  honey  can  be  retained  in  its  original 
lluid  slate. 

It  is  true  that  artificial  heat  may  be 
ai)plled  to  honey  in  the  vat,  and  Its  limpid 
«lttle  thus  preserved.  But  It  cannot  be 
too  clearly  understood  that  the  appllca- 
tinii  of  artificial  heat  to  honey  at  any 
time  13  never  other  than  detrimental  to 
its  aroma  and  flavor. 


Salt  in  Excess  Is  Poison 
to  the  Fowl  Flock 


SEVFRAL  warnings  have  been  given  in 
this  country  m  connection  with  the 
addUkm  of  salt  to  the  fowla'  mash. 

Some  kind  of  mineral  matter  is  essen* 
tlal.  because  of  the  lack  of  these  sub- 
stances In  the  soli  and  also  in  the  foods 
supplied. 

Salt  in  limited  quantities  has  been 
found  most  benehcial.  One  research 
worker  has  sUted  as  a  result  of  prolong:'  d 
expermienfs  that  salt  alone  is  all  sutTi- 
cienl.  no  other  minerals  are  required. 

On  the  other  hand.  It  la  an  undoubted 
fact  that  .sail  is  a  pni.son  to  fowls  and 
other  animals  when  given  in  exce.ss. 

How  far  the  use  of  salt  is  responsible 
for  the  disease  and  mortality  !i' m  which 
domestic  poultry  are  now  sufTenng  it  is 
impossible  to  say.  The  suKKCsiion  is  put 
forward  that  the  total  saline  content  in 
food  should  never  exceed  1  per  cent. 

The  food  which  contains  salt  to  the 
greatest  extent  Is  fish  meal.  This  Is  used 
by  all  classes  of  poultry-keepers.  When 
iLsh  meal  enters  the  dietary,  no  other  salt 
should  be  given. 

Where  no  f\sh  meal  Is  supplied,  the  use 
of  a  good  mineral  mixture  Is  Inflnltely 
better  than  using  salt  alone.

06T  gardeners  are  Intereated  hi 

M  i.s,  but  u.sually  they  grow  only  a 
few  varieties,  writes  Charles  H. 
Chesley,  in  The  New  York  Times.  Re- 
cently they  have  learned  what  a  wealth 
of  matorial.  suited  to  Northern  gardens. 
Is  eoiniinsed  within  the  genus  iris.  They 
thought  of  it  as  a  June  flower,  and  did 
not  realize  that  the  season  of  bloom  can 
be  much  extended  by  planting  the  dif- 
ferent species  and  named  varieties  In 
late  years,  kinds  have  been  introduced 
which  give  two  crops  of  flowers  in  one 
season,  and  each  y^&r  ftreat  advanee- 
ment  l.s  beliiR  made  In  this  cla.ss. 

It  Is  within  the  realm  of  possibility.  In 
view  of  this  fact,  hat  the  time  U  not  far 
distant  when  there  will  be  available  a 
sati.sfactory  race  of  everbloomers.  At 
present,  several  new  kinds  are  giving  con- 
siderable Fall  blodtn,  even  In  the  North, 
while  In  the  South  the  second  bloom 
comes  In  abundance  Considerable  im- 
provement In  the  Fall  bloomers  has  been 
made  in  the  past  two  years.  The  best  are 
somewhat  beyond  the  means  of  ordinary 
gardeners.  However,  rea.sonably  priced 
kind.s  like  Olive  White,  Neola.  Jean  Slret, 
Autumn  King  and  Autumn  Queen  will 
yield  some  flowera  in  the  Fall  

The  Tall  Bearded  irises  all  require  llm* 
In  In  preparing  for  iris.  It  il 

not  necessary  to  make  the  soil  very  rich: 
Indeed,  these  Irises  are  not  deep  feeders 
and  a  little  lime  and  bone  meal  will  furn- 
ish suflicient  food  to  last  several  seasons. 
The  soU  need  not  be  cultivated  deeply, 
but  drainage  ahould  be  good. 


come  denae.  and  no  ieompeting  growth 

l.s  to  be  left 

The  Japanese  rhuomes  are  planted  two 
Inches  deep:  while  those  of  the  Bearded 
IrLs  are  left  even  with  the  surface.  It 
follows  also  that  deeper  cultivation  may 
be  given  the  Japanese  kinds. 

Growlnn  Iris  from  .seed  is  a  loni;  prooe.s.s. 
Plants  require  three  years,  u.->ually,  to 
come  into  bloom.

The 
common  iris  versicolor  has  been  natural- 
ized, and  when  thu.s  used  seems  rl^ht  at 
home.

It  is  slightly  different  from  the 
typical  irl.s  .siberlca  Many  hybrid  Varl- 
eltles  of  these  are  available. 
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Reviving  the  Parsley 

F  the  parsley  bed  Ijf.for  any  reason  in- 
clined to  seed,  the  flower  stems  will 

appear  any  time  now,  and,  of  cour.se.  the 
planu  concerned  will  have  no  further 
value. 

Seeding  is  generally  caused  b\  over 
crowding,  drought,  or  the  f.act  that  the 
plants  are  carrying  outside  leaves  which 
have  ceased  to  contribute  their  share  of; 

food. 

Should  overcrowding  prevail,  relieve  It 
by  pulling  up  a  few  plants.  The  leaves 
can  be  dried  ar,d  br>ttled  for  Winter  use. 

In  dry  weathe;-  water  freely  and  stir 
the  soil  well  amongst  the  plants. 

Cut  o(T  old  outer  leaver  The  pari^ley 
will  be  all  the  better  for  being  relieved 
of  thl.i  encumbrance. 

Having  done  thl.s,  feed  weekly  and  al- 
ternately with  lime  water  and  soot  water 
until  the  end  of  the  leaion.  the  vigor 
and  freshness  Of  the  sprigs  wlU  be  m»in- 
tained. 

Lime  water  Is  prepared  by  mixing  two 
ounces  nf  fre.shly-slacked' Unw  in  one 
gallon  of  water. 

A.s  noor\  as  the  pc  i  vine.^  have  ceased 
bearing,  tliey  may  be  pulled  up  and 
burned,  thus  leaving  the  ground  free  for 
a  later  crop  which  may  take  the  form  of 
rahhaBcji,  celery,  rutabaga,  turnips  or 
mtncris  The  mangels  are  particularly 
u.seful  where  pc^u'.try  is  kept.  U  ttHf  art 
excellent  ior  Winter  feeding. 


the  hay-makinR  sea.son  the  farmer 
has  to  contend  with  three  factors,  the 
weather,  the  time  of  the  cutting,  and  the 
method  of  curing  to  con.scrve  so  far  at 
possible  the  food  value  of  the  crop. 

The  first  factor  Is  out  of  his  control, 
all  he  can  do  Is  to  regulate  his  practice  to 
conform  with  the  caprice  of  nature. 

The  time  of  cutting  Is  a  very  Important, 
and  too  fnMiuiT.My.  a:i  I  .'i.sidcred  factor. 
It  determines  whether  the  hay  crop  Is  to 
be  a  palatable,  concentrated,  useful  feed 
or  nil  rev  rovi';haKe  The  greatest  food 
valur  :>  secured  when  the  hay  Is  cut  at 
at). .  It  the  time  the  plants  are  In  full 
bloiiin 

While  it  i.s  known  that  the  best  hay  Is 
made  by  curinK  in  cocks,  this  method  In- 
volves more  labor  tj^n  Is  commonly  avail- 
able Wind-row  curing  Is  more  usually 
practLsed.  and  m  this  method  an  effort 
is  made  to  save  the  leaves,  because  they 
are  not  only  the  best  part  of  the  plant, 
but  because  they  ha.slen  the  drying  out 
process. 

The  leaves  Rive  off  moisture  from  the 
plant,  but  when  they  are  exposed  to  the 
direct  rays  of  the  sun  after  the  plant  is 
cut.  they  become  withered  and  cca.se  to 
function  and  In  time  drop  off.  Tl)e  .stalks, 
stlir  conUlnlng  moisture,  can  glveioff  only 
by  direct  evaporation  To  overcome  this 
difficulty  attempts  are  often  made  to 
rake  the  field  n  reverse  order,  so  |  the  side 
delivery  rake  Hill  turn  the  leave.i  In  and 
leave  the  stalk  i  exposed  In  the  windrow. 

When  the  tay  is  finally  stored  in  the 
mow.  It  under  ;oes  a  fermentation  proce.s*, 
and  not  until  that  is  complete,  is  the  crop 
finally  and  ccmpletely  cured. 

The  u.se  of  .ilt  in  the  mow  is  not  a  new 
practice,  but  its  popularity  has  incrca.sed, 
and  salting  In  the  mow  Is  now  practised 
by  most  careful  growers.  From  fifteen 
to  twenty  pounds  of  salt  per  load  is 
.sprinkled  over  the  crop  as  It  Is  spread  In  -' 
the  mow.  It  adds  to  the  palatability  of  the 
hay,  prevents  undue  lossjof  nutrients  dur- 
ing the  fermentation  process  and  acts  at 
a  preventative  of  self-firing  or  spontan- 
eous combustion. 

This  triple  action,  flavoring,  conserving, 
and  protecting  makes  .salting  the  hay  crop 
a  very  logical  measure  for  Canadian 
farmers  to"  adopt  In  handling  their  hay 
crop. 

Do  Not  Pull  Yellowing 
Leaves  Off  Rhubarb 


ROM  now  onwards  the  dlfTercnt  varie- 
ties of  rhubarb  will  start  yellowing 
their  leave.s  Those  of  Prince  Albert  are 
the  first  to  go.  They  are  followed  by 
Linnaeus,  Dawes  Champion,  and  Victoria 
in  the  order  Riven. 

However  much  you  like  to  keep  your 
garden  tidy,  do  not  pull  ofT  these  yellow- 
ing le.Tves  It  i.s  during  the  yellowing 
process  that  the  leaf  stalks  deposit  the 
maximum  amount  of  food  in  the  crowns. 
In  a  very  real  sen.se,  therefiuc.  the  yellow- 
ing leaves  and  next  years  rrop  are  in- 
timately connected. 

Do  no  clearing  until  every  leaf  fades 
so  thoroughly  that  It  drops  away  from  the 
crown,  leaving  a  perfect  heal. 

Sometlme.s  in  the  last  stages  rhubarb 
throws  up  a  large  number  of  flower  stems. 
This  is  Nature's  way  of  enfuring  tht 
perpetuation  of  her  kind. 

Don  t  allow  one  seed  stem  to  go  on  a 
day  longer  after  you  see  It,  Cut  it  off 
and  burn  It  a<i  if  ynu  allow  It  to  lie  on  the 
ground  it  may  introduce  bacterial 
disease. 

The  nece.s.sity  for  prompt  removal  will 
be  understood  when  we  point  out  that 
the  teed  stems  quickly  u.se  up  th**  reserve 
which  it  hat  taken  tht  rhubarb  a  year  to 
ttort. 


THIS  .seems  an  opportune  time  to 
present  a  lew  thouRhts  regarding 
preparing  the  poultry  plant  for  the  pullets 
which  will  .soon  be  coniinR  into  produc- 
tion if  they  have  been  hatched  at  the 
proper  time  and  received  the  proper  care 
and  atteiition  durinc  the  Rummer  months. 
Even  a  well-managed  poultry  plant  re- 
quires a  thorough  cleaning  before  tho 
younR  stock  comes  off  the  ran^e  into  the 
parmanent  Winter  quarters  and  this  is 
more  the  case  If  the  old  birds  have  had 
diseases  of  aiiv  kind,  as  the  iM'rms  of  vari- 
ous diseases  are  carried  over  In  the  litter 
and  dirt  In  houses  which  have  not  been 
thoroughly  cleaned 

If  disease  has  aflepted  the  old  birds  on 
the  plant  the  preliminary  step  in  eradi- 
cating tins  is  to  destroy  or  sell  all  the  old 
birds  before  the  young  stock  Is  brought. 
In.  therby  preventing  any  young  birds 
from  comioR  in  contact  with  the  carriers 
of  the  dlsea.se.  Should  It  appear  undesir- 
able to  dispose  of  all  the  old  birds,  care 
should  be  taken  to  keep  the  young  birds 
away  from  the  older  stock  and  this  can 
best  be  done  by  keeping  them  In  separate 
houses. 

Cleaning  houses  In  prepartlon  for 
poultry  Is  a  simple  Job,  but  It  must  be 
very  thoroughly  done  In  order  .to  be  ef- 
fective It  Is  not  sufficient  to  only  re- 
move the  Utter  and  then  sweep  the  houses, 
a.s  this  process  alo!ie  does  not  remove  the 
dirt  which  has  become  firmly  attached  to 
the  floor  or  floor  boards. 

If  a  dirt  f1o(.r  is  UM  (|  it  will  be  necessary 
to  remove  the  top  two  or  three  Inches 
of  the  floor  and  refill  this  with  clean  soil, 
preferably  a  clay  which  will  park  •>  i 
provide  a  firm  floor  If  board  or  teiiunt 
floors  are  u-sed.  It  will  be  necessary  to 
thoroughly  scrub  the.se  floors.  A  weak  lye 
solution  is  the^most  effective  cleaning 
solution  In  using  lye  It  Is  of  course 
necessary  to  avoid  placing  the  hands  In 
the  .solution  as  it  Is  very  caustic  In  Its 
effect  A  thorough  scrubbing  of  the  floors, 
nests,  feed  and  water  containers  as  well 
as  the  IfSwer  part  of  the  walls  will  remove 
all  dirt  and  with  it  most  of  the  germs 
which  may  be  present. 

This  cleaning  process  is  then  followed 
by  whitewashing  and  for  a  little  greater 
effect  a  disinfecUnt  U  mixed  with  tht 
whitewash, 

A  simple  whitewasli  soiutioi,  formula 
recommended  by  the  Ohio  state  Univers- 
ity officials  is  very  effective  one  bushel 
unslacked  lime  In  twelve  gallons  of  hot 
water,  two  poundl  common  table  salt, 
one  pnund  7inr  sulphate  dl.s.solved  in  two 
gallons  of  water  These  Ingredients  are 
mined  thoroughly  and  two  gallons  of 
skimmed  milk  added  This  whitewash 
can  be  u.sed  for  Inside  and  outside  of  the 
buildings  tnd  can  be  applied  either  with 
a  brush  or  q>ray  pump 


Old  sod4  are  excellent  for    making  a 

compost  ^pile  rhonsp  a  place  where  the 
compost  pile  may  be  left  undi-sturbed. 
Plrst  make  a  layer  of  the  sods,  grass  side 
down.  On  this  pile  any  sort  of  vegetable 
refute,  such  as  old  lea\es,  gra-ss  clippings, 
or  trimmings  from  vegetables.  Sprinkle 
this  lightly  with  lime,  add  another  layer 
of  sods,  and  proceed  as  before.  Wet  the 
pile  down  thoroughly  several  times  during 
the  Summer,  as  this  aids  the  processes  of 
decomposition.  Under  ordinary  condi- 
tions, the  humus  would  have  to  sund 
until  Fall,  or  better  still,  until  the  follow- 
ing Spring  before  It  could  be  used.  • 

Some  poultry -keepers  are  mo.st  metic- 
ulous m  aJwayS  providing  dutt  baths  for 

their  adult  fowls,  but  never  seem  to  think 
of  glvmg  one  to  the  chicks  or  young 
Rrowws.  They  probably  dutt  the  young- 
sters with  in.sect  powder  now  and  agalr. 
It  s  true,  but  that  Isn't  a  patch  on  natural 
dttttlQi. 


Treatment  of  Fall  Bloomcn 

FALL  bloomert  may  be  given  a  llttlt 
liquid  manure,  as  It  Is  necessary  that 
a  strong  second  growth  be  encouraged. 
Irises  of  this  class  need  full  sunshine. 
Tho.<ie  that  bloom  the  .second  time  ought 
to  have  a  sheltered  place,  like  the  south 
side  of  a  wall,  where  they  can  make  an 
early  start  and  be  protected  from  adverse 
winds.  This  protection  also  gives  them 
a  chance  to  keep  up  Pall  growth. 

Bearded  m  cs  are  at  home  in  the  mixed 
border,  unless  the  toil' is  acid.  If  a  section 
Is  reserved  for  bog  and  acld-lovlng  plants, 
a  few  Japanese  Irises  will  there  make 
themselves  at  home.  The  principal  dif- 
ficulty seems  to  be  that  they  will  not 
tolerate  .shade  or  any  degree  of  crowding. 
Iris  Kaempferl  must  have  room  and  full 
sunshine  to  do  Its  best  It  will  be  noted 
that  the  two  classes  will  not  thrive  under 
identical  condltlon.5.  The  German  ,U11 
bearded  section  do  not  thrive  under  con- 
siderable applications  of  manure  while 
the  Japanese  kinds  enjoy  It  The  former 
must  have  lime;  and  the  latter  cannot 
endure  it. 

Good  Color  Effects 

IT  Is  difficult  to  Indicate  varieties  of  tht 
bearded  Iris  that  will  blend  in  shade 
and  coloring.    It  is  true  that  Iris  may  be 
planted  without  regard  to  color,  but  It 
is  not  advisable   to   plant   .several  kinds 
similar  In  tint  In  close  proximity.  Better 
relieve  the  deep  colbrs  with  lighter  inter- 
plantings.    Good  results  are  obtained  by 
planting  three  rooU  of  eacl|  kind  In  a 
sort  of  triangle.  / 
This  method  is  suitable  Wherf  spac4 
is  at  a  premium.    Where  there  plentv 
of  room  It  Is  considered  better  t|o  make 
the  plantings  three  feet  apakt  eajch  way.l 
Where  the  distance  Is  only  two  fk^et  it  i.s 
necessary  to  divide  the  clumps  often,  per- 
haps with  some  varieties  every  two  yeart. 
Some  kinds  lncrea.se  much  more  rapidly 
than  others.    In  the  two-foot  planting, 
clumps  may  be  allowed  to  develop  until 
they  show  a  dozen  flower  s'  .  <■■  each 
Under  this  method  of  growing,  plants  may 
be  moved  about  after  blooming  until  de- 
sired groupings  are  obtained.   Colors  are 
not  so  imporUnt  at  heighU  and  time  of 
blooming. 

Iris  may  be  grown  In  one  place  for  many 

years  If  not  crowded  and  if  the  root  rot 
Is  kept  under  control.  The  rot  will  show 
up  occasionally  and  seems  most  likely  to 
appear  when  the  clumps  become  crowded. 
It  is  probable  this  Is  at  least  partly  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  sunlight  cannot  pene- 
trate to  the  roots  of  the  dense  clumps 

If  the  rhizomes  ,show  signs  of  rot  the 
clumps  are  to  be  taken  up  and  divided  at 
once.  Tho<e  which  hav^JJegun  to  decay 
are  thrown  a-vay.  or  if  they  are  valuable 
,  varieties  all  stjil  is  removed  by  brushing 
carefully.  Into  a  solution  of  permangan- 
ate of  pota.sh.  coiifalnmg  enoygh  of  the 
chemical  to  give  a  mauve  coloring,  the 
diseased  rooU  are  dipped  for  a  few  min- 
utes Rhizomes  thus  treated  are  then  put 
In /a  dry  airy  place  and  left  for  a  month 
or  more  to  dry  out. 

Combating  Root  Rot 
KAVILY  diseased  roots  may  rot.  .any- 
way, but  If  the  rot  drlls  up  it  may  be 
cut  away  and  the  roots  be  replanted.  A 
little  more  lime  should  be  mixed  with  tht 
soli  before  the  plant  U  returned  to  the 
place  Jrom  which  it  was  taken.  Irlt 
seems  to  have  few  enemies,  and  this  rot 
tt  about  the  only  trouble  that  is  danger- 
oijS  to  it  If  taken  in  hand  at  onct  when 
it  appears  it  is  easy  y>  control. 

Japanese  irises  require  a  good  deal  of 
moisture,  but  thev  do  not  require  a,  bog, 
as  some  seem  to  think.  Any  well-drained 
soil,  where  water  can  bt  prorUltd  frttly, 
will  prove  agreeable  Peat  Is  used  as  a 
R  immer  mulch,  to  be  dug  Into  the  toU 
later.  Well-rotted  manurt  hat  to  bt  tup- 
ptttd  Mbtrmnx;  elvmpa  mi  ad  to  fe#- 


Cut  Out  the  Extra  Buds 
To  Get  Big  Blooms  on 
Chrysanthemums 

THS  grower  of  Japanese  and   liu  ut  ve 
Chrysanthemums  requires,  of  course, 

only  one  bloom  on  each  shoot  More  than 
the  required  number  of  buds  per  plant  are 

npfoduced.  therefor*  tht  unwanted  mutt  bt 
removed. 

lilt  OP<Bratlon  is  known  as  "taking  the 
bud"— though  actually  it  consists  or  se- 
lecting  for  retention  the  bett  budt  and  rt- 
moving  the  surplus. 

Looking  at  a  typical  plant  now  you  will 
,see  that  at  the  apex  of  each  shoot  three 
buds  have  form^,  or  are  forming.  You 
can  sat  that  the  centre  bud  of  the  three 
it  larger  and  more  likely  to  foiin  n  perfect 
flower  than  either  of  the  side  buds. 

The  latter,  then,  should  be  removed  at 
soon  as  you  can  ^et  at  them  With  tht 
point  of  a  penknife  blade. 

A  plant  whuli  b»liavcs  In  a  normal 
manner  will  develop  buds  on  eat  h  .shoot 
at  the  same  time,  so  the  whole  plant  can 
be  treated  at  one  operation. 

That  it  the  normal  procedure.  But 
tometlmes  there  are  complications. 

For  ln.stance.  you  may  find  on  a  shoot 
or  two  that  the  central  bud  has  been  at- 
tacked by  earwigs  or  Is  marred  in  .some 
other  way  In  this  ca.se  the  hettcr  of  the 
two  side  buds  should  be  retained  and  the 
central  and  weaker  of  tht  tide  budt  re- 
moved.

When  to  Delay 

AGAIN,  you  may  find  that  one  sh  >ot  of 
a  plant  shows  buds  while  they  have 
not  yet  formed  on  other  shoots. '  Were  you 
to  deal  with  that  one  nIi  ",'  its  bud  would 
develop  rapidly  and  leave  all  the  others 
behind. 

In  these  circumstances  defer  the  taking 
of  the  bud  until  the  stems  of  the  side  buds 
are  In  inch  long  IJy  this  time  the  other 
shoots  should  be  ready  for  disbudding  and 
everythlnj^  can  go  on  normally. 

If  some  of  the  shoots  still  lag.  however, 
and  further  restraint  be  necessary,  leave 
on  the  shoot  bearing  the  forward  bud  two 
or  three  side-shoots  some  three  Inches 
below  the  bud.  Allow  thote  sidt-shoott  to 
remain  untU  tht  backward  budt  do  dt- 
velop. 

When  disbudding,  be  certain  that  the 
shoots  are  properly  tied  In  t^ls  to  ensure 
steadiness  and  les,sen  risk  of  the  knife 
slipping.  Hold  the  shoot  with  the  left 
hand  and  ute  the  kniflecarefiully  with  the 
other  hand.  H 

Always  point  the  knife  blade  away  from 
the  bud  to  be  retained,  oth'erwlte  a  slip 
might  mean  the  removal  of  the  wanted  at 
well  as  the  unwanted  bud 

Perform  the  opeKitloii  eai  ly  in  the 
morning  or  late  in  the  evening,  when  the 
plants  are  wet  with  dew  or  have  been 
well  watered.  Then  the  stems  are  full 
of  sap  and  tht  unwanted  budt  WlU  come 
away  eltanly. 

Warns  Against  Needless 
Buying  ot  Minerals 

DUKlNO  tht  past  year  particularly, 
several  manufacturers  of  fcmiizera 
have  urged  farmers  to  use  other  nuntrals, 
In  addition  to  nitrogen,  phosptioric  acid 
and  potash.  These  other  minerals  include 
cal'  lum.  magnesium  and  sulphur,  which 
are  employed  by  manufacturers  In  rela- 
tively large  amounts,  while  boron,  copper, 
manganese.  Iodine,  zinc.  Iron,  etc.,  lure  . 
used  In  small  amounts. 

Though  It  may  be  true  that  some  tollt 
have  bernine  deficient  In  ope  or  more  of 
these  mineiais  after  years  of  cropping, 
It  it  bclie\ed  that  most  of  ihero  contaU* 
enough  natural  minerals  for  ordinary 
crop  needs,  sutes  the  Chief.  FerUlixer  Di- 
vision, Seed  Branch.  D  rniiiion  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  When  there  Is  a 
calcium  or  magnesium  deficiency,  how- 
ever, dolomite  llmesujnc,  ground  finely. 
Is  a  cheap  corrective,  B'aii'l.trd  sulphate 
of  ammonia  and  superptiospnate,  which 
are  the  most  common  ingredients  of 
mixed  fertilizers,  contain  sufllclenl  sul- 
phur also  for  most  crops  Magnesium, 
boron,  copper,  sine,  iodine,  etc,  are  re- 
quired but  rarely,  and  cases  of  such  defi- 
ciencies may  be  corrected  by  a  single  ap- 
plication of  the  deficient  substance 

The  point  Is  that  farmers  should  not 
permit  themselves  to  be  persuaded  to  buy 
other  mlneralt  that  they  may  not  need 
and  when  the  prtct  of  the  fertUlter  la 
substantially  increattd  on  this  accoont. 
.The  neareat  experimental  tUtlon  tfto«M 
fee  ftrat  eonaulftd.

Among  the  general  pubUc  there  wa» 
considerable  objection  to  the  eompuleory 
fefttUM  of  the  system.

Looking  back,  perhaps  the  most  amaa- 
Ing  thing  about  National  Health  Insurance 
is  that,  the  war  beginning  before  It  had 
got  fairly  on  its  feet.  It  nevertheleee  lur- 
vlved  Ite  Infaney,  and  by  the  time  peace 
was  signed  the  "approvfd  eocleties"  in 
which  the  Insured  persons  were  enrolled 
had  accumulated  nearly  $85,000,000  In  .sur- 
plus funds  and  had  $i45,000/)00  available 
for  '  Additional  Benefits  " 

Foundation  Laid 

WHEN  Mr.  Lloyd  George,  In  1811, 
brought  in  hla  Act.  he  had  some- 
working  people  all  over  the  country  were 
already  members  of  benefit  societies,  some 
of  them  fct  up  by  the  trade  unions  to 
which  they  belonged,  some  by  the  ureat 
fraternal  societies  such  as  the  Odd  Fel- 
lows, and  some  by  organlMitlons  such  as 
the  Liverpool  Victoria  and  the  Prudential. 

Some  of  these  ha*  existed  for  many 
years  and  had  collected  masses  of  valu- 
able statistics.  The  Odd  Fellows  (Man- 
chester Unity  t.  In  particular,  placed  all 
their  experience  and  knowledge  at  the  . 
service  of  the  promoters  of  ths  bill.  It 
was  found  invaluable. 

This  machinery  was  neither  strapped 
nor  superseded.  It  was  made  the  founda- 
tion of  the  national  system  Such  or- 
ganizations, on  fulfilling  certain  rigid  con- 
ditions, were  classed  a*  "Approved  Socie- 
ties." and  virtually  all  employees  within 
the  age  llmlU  of  compulsory  health  Insur- 
ance are  members  of  them.  Provision  is 
made  for  a  few  odd  outsiders,  but,  for  rea- 
•ons  which  wiU  appear,  nobody  wants  to 
be  an  outsider,  and  each  "approved  so- 
eiety"  wants  a.s  many  members  as  po.s.slble. 

As  ths  blU  was  first  drafted,  it  was  pro- 
posed that  the  medical  services  given 
should  be  orRanized  \mdpr  the  'approved 
aocletles."  It  was  this  that  roused  the  ire 
of  the  doctors.  Ths  old  friendly  societies 
were  very  unpopular  with  the  members  of 
the  medical  profession,  and  they  viewed 
with  dismay  the  prospect  that  so  very  large 
a  pari  nf  Uu  ir  work  would  henceforth  bS 
under  the  dirtH  lion  of  these  bodleS. 

In  the  end  the  administration  of  medi- 
cal benefiU  was  intrusted  to  County  Insur- 
ance Committees  mnsistlng  of  represen- 
Utlves  of  the  msui'd  p.  r.sons,  of  the  dpc- 
tori  and  of  the  public  authorities.  >

TODAY  a  doctor's  "panel  patients '  are 
more  often  than  not.  the  foundation 
of  his  practice.  Any  doctor  can  become  a 
"panel  doctor"  on  application  to  his  local 
County  Insurance  Committee;  on  the 
other  hand,  any  insured  por.s(Mi  can  choose 
his  own  "panel  doctor"  and,  on  giving 
proper  notice,  change  to  another  if  he  Is 
not  satisfied. 

Every  "panel  patient '  brings  to  the  doc- 
tor $2  25  a  year  and  many  "patlenU"  never 
really  become  patients  and  require  no 
««rvlces  whatever.  Moreover,  the  medical 
i  neftts.  with  one  principal  exception,  ara 
confined  to  the  Insured  person  and  are  not 
Khared  in  by  his  family.  Thus  It  Is  to  the 
advantaue  of  a  doctor,  indirectly  a*  well  as 
directly,  to  have  a  long  list  of  "panel  pa- 
tients." for  he  will  usually  be  called  in 
when  there  Is  sickness  In  the  family  and- 
will  be  able  to  charge  his  usual  rates.

The  Government  collects  all  the  revenue 

In  the  first  Instance.  This  i.s  done  by  Is- 
suing stamps,  to  be  bought  at  the  Post- 
office  by  the  employer,  which  are  put  on 
the  Insurance  cards  every  week,  the  em- 
ployer deducting  the  value  of  those  af- 
fixed for  the  employee  from  his  wages. 
The  amounts  have  varied  from  time  to 
time,  but  at  present  the  employer  pays 
twenty-two  cent*  and  the  employee  eight- 
een cents.  If  a  man.  and  In  the  case  of  a 
woman,  sixteen  cents  to  her  twelve  cents. 
To  this  a  further  contribution  Is  made  by 
theSUte. 

The  State  pays  out  to  the  comity  com- 
mittees the  amounts  needed  for  the  panel 
doctors"  and  for  medicines.  It  should  be 
mentioned  here  that  prescriptions  are 
filled  by  appointed  druggists,  who  are  paid 
on  a  fixed  scale  of  rates. 

The  State  also  pays  Into  the  funds  of  the 
"approved  societies"  the  sums  needed  to 
meet  sickness  benefits.  Each  society  Is 
credited  with  the  amount  up  to  which  It 
can  draw.  Most  of  them  accumulate  sur- 
pluses and  are  then  permitted  to  grant 
"additional  benefite." 

Ordinary  benefits,  in  addition  to  medi- 
cal benefits,  are  $3  75  a  week  for  a  m^n 
and  H  for  a  woman  during  the  period  of 
incapacity.  There  are  also  statutory  ma- 
ternity benefits. 

"Additional  benefits"  may  Include  hos- 
pital and  convalescent  treatment  and 
treatment  for  eyes  and  : teeth.  The  ordi- 
nary iivedical  benefit,  co*renBnted  for.  does 
not  Include  major  operations  or  the  at- 
tention* of  a  specialist.! merely  such  serv- 
ices as  a  general  praet|tioner  would  |nor- 
mally  render.  I 

Pension  Insurance 

\  Y /HAT  has  been  stated  above  d<ios  not 
Vv  rover  all  the  benefits  an  Insured 
person  may  receive.  At  sixty-five  years 
of  age  a  man  will  receive  $2.50  a  week  re- 
gardless of  his  means,  and  his  wife  will  re- 
ceive a  similar,  sum  when  she  attains  that 
age.  Should  he  die,  his  widow  win  receive 
this  pension  for  the  rest  of  her  life  or  un- 
til she  marries  again,  even  though  she  be 
only  a  young  woman,  and  she  will  be 
granted  allowances  for  the  maintenance 
of  her  children  until  they  are  sixteen  years 
of  age.  Insured  persons  must  be  em- 
ployees earning  not  more  unless  by  man- 
ual work,  than  $1,250  a  year. 

When  National  Health  Insurance  came 
Into  force  the  only  other  leglslAtlon  of  the 
same  order  was  that  providing  old  age 
pensions  for  necessitous  persons  at  aeventy 
years  of  age  As  will  be  seen,  the  ad- 
vance Is  enormous.  More  than  18,000.000 
msured  persons,  nearly  half  the  popula- 
tion, pay  their  contributions  week  by  week 
and  ara  enrolled  in  more  than  7,000  "ap- 
proved societies." 

It  may  be  noted,  however,  that  It  wa.% 
not  all  accomplished  at  once.  Many 
amending  AcU  have  been  passed  since  Mr.

Of  course  there  are 
nine  or  ten  million  people  still  dwell- 
ing In  the  metropolis,  but  they  don't  cotmt 
with  the  fashionables  who  find  It  neces- 
sary to  apologize  for  belnR  seen  there  In 
August.  In  short.  Society,  the  Society 
spelt  with  acapiUl  letter,  has  dispersed  to 
country  homes  and  the  moors. 

One  certainly  might  imagine  that  Lon- 
don was  emptying  itself  if  one  spent  an 
hour  or  two  In  one  of  the  great  London 
termini.  On  one  day  twenty  express 
trains  left  Euston  for  Scotland.  It  is 
quite  usual  m  this  week  of  August  12. 
when  grou.se -shooting  begins,  for  the  reg- 
ular trains  to  run  north  in  anything  from 
three  to  eleven  .sections.  A  .special  train 
is  sent  off  dally  conveying  nothing  but 
motor-cars. 

The  big  houses  in  the  l^est  End  are  shut 
up  The  gorgeously  arrayed  potentates 
from  India  and  the  Crown  Colonies  and 
Protectorates  no  longer  display  their  mag- 
nificence in  Piccadilly  and  Leicester 
Square.  The  last  of  them,  the  Nawab  of 
Bahawalpur.  has  sailed  for  home.  Uklng 
with  him  gold-plated  wireless  .sets,  grand 
pianos,  clothes,  carpets  and  furniture  to 
the  value  of  1150,000  packed  in  12$  eases 
and  other  containers.

Sir  Henry  says,  they  are 
not  intended  for  musicians  and  musical 
experts  as  such._  "They  are  for  the  pubUc 
at  cheap  prices  And  it  Is  out  of  this  tmb- 
lic  that  music  loving  audiences  are 
formed."  be  adds. 

You  dress  is  you  please  for  the  "Proms.," 
by  the  way.  You  may  wear  plus  fours  or 
flannel  bags "  and  your  "lady  friend"  may 
attire  herself  in  Jumper  and  sWrt.  The 
*Troras."  are  not  a  fashionable  function. 
How  could  they  be  in  August  wad  Septem- 
ber, when  London  is  empty? 

Royjity  if  Church 

NOTWITHSTANDING  the  appeaU  of 
many  newspapers  that  the  King  and 
Queen  should  be  allowed  to  attend  morn- 
ing service  at  Crathle  Church,  near  Bal- 
moral, on  Sundays  as  prifatety  as  posslblt. 
large  crowds  assembled  on  the  first  occa- 
sloa,'  motor-busee  and  private  cars  de- 


positing their  loads  of  sightseers  hours 
before  Their  Majesties'  arrival. 

Attention  had  been  called  to  the  matter 
a  few  days  earlier  by  api)l:i  at  ion  for  leave 
to  run  twelve  buses  from  Hiaeinar  to  the 
little  church.  This  was  very  i)roperly  re- 
fused, but,  nevertheles.s.  twenty- four  buses 
brought  peoi)le  from  Aberdeen  and  other 
tuwn.s  and  hundreds  of  cars  parked  on 
the  .side  road.s 

The  Royal  I'arty,  the  King,  the  Queen 
and  the  two  Princesses,  drove  In  an  open 
landau.  There  was  no  demonstration. 
One  or  two  faint  attempts  at  cheering 
were  quickly  hushed.  Their  Majesties 
looked  straight  ahead  and  paid  no  atten- 
tion to  the  thousands  of  people  massed 
along  the  roadside  except  that,  on  the  re- 
turn Journey,  the  Queen  bowed  slightly 
once  or  twice. 

"Is  it  to  be  desired  that  Their  Majesties, 
attending  a  simple  country  service  in  a 
tiny  village  church,  should  be  awaited  and 
watched  by  throngs?"  asks  The  Daily  Tele- 
graph, going  on  to  point  out  that  it  would 
be  of  evil  effect  If  a  cu.stom  were  allowed 
to  spread  of  making  a  public  occasion  of 
every  appearance  of  the  King's.

When  Queen  Vlc- 
terie  became  tod  feeble  to  drive  to  Crathie 
Church  (there  were  no  crowds  of  sight- 
seers In  those  days  when  the  Highland* 
were  so  much  less  accessible)  she  had  a 
room  at  Balmoral  converted  into  a  chapel 
and  went  to  service  there.  It.  would  be  a 
pity  if  King  Geocge  were  driven  to  adopt 
this  course,  but,  as  The  Telegraph  .says,  he 
has  a  right  to  privacy  when  taking  his 
.  holidays.

So  11  Is  urged  that  a  general  manager  bo 
appomted,  an  idea  that  ha.s  achieved  a 
certain  measure  of  popularity  In  British 
Columbia  from  time  to  time,  and  is  even 
now  being  considered  in  Vancouver. 

The  leader  afBrms  that  'it  Is  impos- 
sible for  any  councillor  or  anv  gro\ip  of 
councillors,  however  competent  and  ex- 
perienced m  business  matters,  to  grasp 
the  extensive  and  Intricate  workings  of 
the  vast  organization  of  civic  ad^ninistra- 
tlon  In  Glasgow  * 

It  la  not  at  all  likely,  however,  that 
Glasgow  will  appoint  a  general  manager. 
Should  It  do  so.  he  will  be  the  flret  or  tna 
species  In  Great  Britain.  But.  as  one 
commentator  observes.  If  London.*  which 
is  several  times  larger,  continues  to  prac- 
tice local  self-government,  it  is  s.  arcely  to 
be  Imagined  that  Glasgow  will  confes*  It- 
self unequal  to  the  task.

IP  TEEN  persons  lost  their  live*  In 
1865  when  the  United  States  bark 
Industry.  Captain  Lewis,  left  her 
bones  on  the  treacherous  Columbia  River 
bar.  The  stout  vessel  was  only  seven 
years  old  when  the  alemente  eoneplred  to 
batter  her  to  pieces. 

Captain  Paul  Corno  built  the  Industry 
at  Stockton.  Maine,  in  IsiM  after  amassing 
a  small  fortune  with  thejtradlhg  schooner 
Susan  Abigail.  The  Industry  was  of  300 
tons  register.  Midfeet  kmg,  twenty-seven 
feet  beam  and  ten  feet  six  Inches  deep 
She  arrived  on  the  Pacific  Coast  early  in 
ISSe  to  enter  ckrgo  routes. 

Bound  for  Portland,  the  Industry  sailed 
from  San  Francisco  on  February  28,  1865. 
on  what  was  to  be  her  last  voyage.  Two 
days  later  she  encountered  a  heavy  gale 
which  stove  In  the  water  casks  and  washed 
away  everything  movable  on  deck.  She 
reached  the  mouth  of  the  Columbia  River 
only  after  a  hard  two- week  strufgla  with 
bad  weather.  . 

"While  standing  oft  awaiting  a  pilot. 
Captain  Lewis  hailed  the  Falkenberg  and 
secured  water  and  provision*.  For  *cveral 
days  the  Industry  hovered  off  the  treach- 
erous bar  No  a.s.slstance  appeared,  and 
soon  she  was  out  of  fresh  watar.  Lewi* 
decided  to  take  a  chance  and  cross  the 
bar  without  a  pilot.  He  set  a  course  for 
the  south  channel  on  March  15  and  dster- 
mlned  to  reach  Portland  unaided. 

While  the  bark  was  on  the  bar  a  pilot 
vessel  hove  In  sight  and  raised  a  eignal 
fiag.  Lewi*  thought  It  meant  he  should 
head  for  the  north  entrance  and  that  a 
pilot  would  soon  be  sent  Aboard.  When 
fho  pilot  made  for  his  veasel,  the  captain

pilot  across  the  bar. 

Suddenly  the  wind  failed  The  bark  was 
compelled  to  aaeber  to  keep  from  running 
on  the  wave-swept  sand*,  within  fifteen 
pilnutes  a  strong  breeie  sprang  up.  but 
when  the  anchor  was  heMad  and  the 
bark  resvmed  her  eoem  the  wtad  dropped 
again.

HelplesSly  the  Industry  drifted  into 
shallow  water.  Both  anchors  were 
dropped,  but  she  struck  a  sand  bar  heav- 
ily, stern  Crst  The  rudder  was  torn  olT.

Anchor  cables  were  frantically  slipped. 
Every  effort  wa*  made  to  guide  the  rud- 
derless  vessel  over  to  the  middle  channel.

She  lost  her  rudder  she  struck  a  second 
■hoal  and  commenced  to  leak.  When  a 
portion  of  the  false  keel  floated  alongside, 
those  aboard  realised  the  staunch  craft 
had  received  fatal  injuries. 

At  once  a  boat  was  launched  In  the  hope 
Of  getting  passengers  safely  ashore.  The 
craft  Immediately  swamped,  carrying  the 
first  mate  to  his  death  in  the  surf  All 
hands  took  to  the  rigging  when  turbulent 
waves  crashed  on  the  deck  with  terrtflo 
force  Every  t^»n  of  water  ca.scadlng  ovei# 
the  helpless  craft  Imbedded  her  a  few 
inches  deeper  in  the  clinging  sands. 

loatt  Smashed 

DURINO  the  night  upper  works  were 
carried  away  and  the  remaining 
ship*  boaU  daahed  to  piece*.  At  8:80 
o'ckwk  the  next  morning  the  eea  had 
abated  R')mewha»  Two  rafts  were  hastily 
conetructed  of  spars  and  wooden  pumpe. 
••van  persons  who  took  to  the  first  were 

rescued  bv  a  lifeboat  from  shore. 

than  500  feet  from  the  hapleee 
11  the  second  frail  craft  broke  «p. 
Three  men  and  a  girl  passenger  dis- 
appeared beneath  the  waves.  The  plight 
of  those  aboard  was  pitiful.  They  had  no 
means  of  reaching  land  It  was  impoe- 
sible  for  a  lifeboat  to  reach  them  in  their 
perilous  position. 

Before  noon  on  the  fateful  day  the  In- 
dustry broke  up  lihoee  who  went  to  their 
doom  were  Captain  Lewis;  Oreen,  Sseond 
mate;  wr,:iam  Cavener.  steward;  Rob<»rt 
Powers  and.^Alex  Oreen.  seamen;  Mr.  and 
Mrs  Marks.
